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MCODY BRINGS SUIT 
AGAINST PAPER TRUST 


Action Started in St. Paul to Break 
Up the Combination. 


ACCUSED OF VIOLATING LAW 


Injunction Asked to-Prevent Component 
Companies from Doing Business 
Through the General Paper Co. 


ST. PAUL, Minn., Dec. 27.—Attorney 
General Moody, for the United States, 
through United States District Attorney 
Haupt and Frank B. Kellogg and James M. 
Beck, Special Assistant Attorneys General 


of the United States, took action to-day 
against the Western Paper Trust. 

A petition was filed in the United States 
District Court injoining the various com- 
panies composing the trust from doing busi- 
ness through the General Paper Company, 
as the sales agent, in violation of the pro- 
visions of Sections 1 and 2 of the act of 
Congress, approved July 2, entitled an “ Act 
to Protect Trade and Commerce Against 
Unlawful Restraints and Monopolies.” 

The petition alleges that the defendants 


, entered into an agreement to combine and 


control the sale of the product of the dif- 
ferent companies through the General 
Paper Company, which is made the prin- 
cipal defendant, in that the General Paper 
Company regulated prices, sales and ship- 
ment, and territory for the sale of the 
same, and, after deducting operating ex- 
penses of the General Paper Company, 
divided the surplus among the members 
of the corporation. 

The petition recites that the General 
Paper Company was organized under the 
laws of Wisconsin, May 26, 1900, with a 
capital stock of $100,000, divided into 1,000 
shares, which were distributed among and 
are now held by certain of the defendants 
named, and that later the others were 
taken into the combination, naming them 
they entered the 
combination, and goes on to state that the 
General Paper Company became the ex- 
clusive selling agent for the defendants, 
with absolute power to control the output 
of the various mills, fix the price of all 


, paper sold, and to whom and upon what 


terms and conditions the paper should be 
sold, and into what States and places it 
should be shipped, and what publishers 
and other customers each mill should sup- 
ply. 

The petition alleges that in consequence 
of the combination all competition in the 
manufacture, sale, and distribution of pa- 
per has been restricted and the price-of 
all paper products greatly increased, par- 


“ticularly that of news print paper, which 


has been increased about 50 per cent. It 
further states that no dealers or newspa- 
pers or other consumers in the territory 
west of the Mississipp!l, with the exception 
‘of certain newspaper publishers in St. Louis 
end Chicago, can purchase any paper ex- 
cept directly through the General Paper 
‘Company, and then only upon terms dic- 
tated by the latter. 

The court is asked to declare the alleged 
combination unlawful and that the defend- 
ants be perpetually enjoined from doing 


‘any act in pursuance of the same; that 


the General Paper Company be enjoined 
from acting as sales agent for the other 
defendants, and that the latter be enjoined 
from continuing their arrangement with 
the General Paper Company. The court is

Into court and answer all questions relating 
to the allegations of the petition as may 
be necessary.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 27.—Attorney Gen- 
eral Moody this evening issued the follow- 
ing statement in explanation of the suit 
brought to-day against the Paper Trust:

Justice, have reported to the Attorney Gen- 
eral that in their opinion the facts ascer- 
tained support the complaint, and justify, 
in the public interests, the filing of a pe- 
tition to enjoin the operations of the Gen- 
eral Paper Company, a corporation of Wis- 
consin, which is the instrumentality through 
which the alleged combination to control 
the prices and distribution of those prod- 
uets in the Western States is conducted. 
“In this opinion the Department of Jus- 
tice concurs. The Attorfiey General to-day 
directed that a petition be filed against the 
General Paper, Company and the twenty- 
four paper manufacturing companies lo- 
cated in the States of Minnesota, Wiscon- 
sin, and Michigan, which it represents, to 
have such combination declared to be an 
unlawful restraint upon inter-State com- 
merce and a monopoly. The petition will be 
filed in the United States Circuit Court for 
the District of Minnesota as soon as the 
necessary papers can be prepared.”’ 
Attorney General Moody and William A. 
Day, the assistant to the Attorney General, 
called at the White House to-night. They 
spent several hours in conference with the 
President, presumably discussing the pro- 
ceedings instituted by the Government to- 
day against the paper manufacturing com- 


panies. 


NOT A TRUST, SAYS OFFICER. 


There Was No Idea of Controlling 
Prices, He Asserts. 


Special to The New York Temes. 

CHICAGO, Dec. 27.—‘* There was no idea 
of controlling prices or restraining trade in 
the organization of the General Paper Com- 
pany,” said L. M. Alexander, Secretary and 
Treasurer of the General Paper Company, 
in discussing the Federal suit against that 
concern. 

“We do not think that it is a monopoly or 
that it can be proved so. The company Was 
formed in May, 1890, as a buying and sell- 
ing agency by leading paper concerns, At 
that time we consulted competent legal ad- 
vice, by which we were. assured that our 
organization was legal in every way and 
in violation of none of the laws of the State 
or Nation. It was incorporated under the 
laws of Wisconsin, and has been maintained 
as was intended by the organizers in a per- 
fectly legitimate way. 

“This is not the first time that a move- 
ment has been made against the company, 
for the American Paper Association made 
a strong effort to have an examination 
made, and repeated petitions were sent by 
it to Attorney General Knox at the time 
he was in office, asking him to take up 
legal proceedings. He did look up the 
standing of the company, and found, as he 
reported, that there was no ground on 
which to base action. 

“It is evident that this present suit has 
been brought about by the efforts of the 
publishers of the country; at least it seems 
so to us. 

“Of course the publishers can wield a 
tremendous influence through the various 
organs which they control, and for that 
reason the fight from them would be rather 
one-sided, as far as bringing facts from 
our side before the public is concerned. 
However, we feel secure that the company 
has been organized in a thoroughly legal 
way and does not come under the act ofr 
Congress on which the dispatch says that 
suit would be commenced.” 

The General Paper Company maintains an 
office in this city and handles the com- 
plete output of the mills in the combina- 
tion. At the anntial meeting held here Dec. 
18 it was announced that the firm had 
handled 500,000,000 pounds last year and 
that the business of the company amounted 
to $12,000,000 a year, an increase of $2,000,- 
000 over 1903. 

Twenty-six mills are in the combination, 
and since it was formed fiye years ago it 
has handled 850 tons of naper daily.

CLEAR OUT 10 OHIO 


Traffic Braked, Telegraph Wires’ 
Power Stolen, Crash Afloat. 


WALL STREET’S WIRES HIT 


Traders’ Business Badly -Hampered— 
Ferryboat’s Cabin Ripped in Collision 
—Liners Held—And Such Slush! 


Fog, waves, fluffy, thick, soggy mount- 
ains of it, swept in upon this city yester- 
day morning. Pilots and the weather men 
agreed that it was the worst one that had 
been observed for many years. It hung in 
one immense, impenetrable bank along the 
coast from above Block Island to Washing- 


ton. Primarily a coast fog, it reached just 
the same as far inland as Cincinnati. Right 
here in New York it was at its wurst. It 
filled the river and the bay, blotted out 


the whole world lying more than a few 
feet away from the observer and raised 


particular ructions with all kinds of traffic. 

Telegraph service was all but paralyzed. 
When messages could be transmitted at all, 
they were hours delayed. The fog seemed 
to gather like a sponge around the wires, 
and this, it was said, caused the 
electricity to ooze out and vanish into 
space, leaving messages stranded, as it 
were, half way between stations. Auto- 
| matic transmitters were applied to remedy 
this evil, but only with small success. 
The Wall Street district suffered most, as 
usual, the communication with Western 
and Southern points being too slow and un- 
certain for good business work when it 
was not entirely interrupted. 

At the Western Union office it was said 
that the company had been able to keep in 
touch with all points covered by its system, 
but that messages had been uniformly late. 
Interruption of the service between this city 
and points west of Chicago was reported by 
the Postal Telegraph Company. Only a 
complete lifting of the fog, it was said, 
could bring about a restoration of the 
service. 

The fog had thinned out perceptibly at an 
early hour this morning. It was then rain- 
ing briskly. 

Shipping around New York had to come 
to a stand still. For the first time in years 
nearly a whole day passed without a single 
steamer reaching the quarantine station, 
The officials had nothing to do but to sit 

around and wait for the fog to lift. When, 
late in the afternoon, a gasp of wind made 
a rift in the surroundings banks, four 
steamers that had sneaked up to an anchor- 
age off the quarantine station were ob- 
served. They were the steamers Roman 
and Sailor Prince of the Prince Line, the 
fruiter Avalon, and the tank steamship 
Weehawken. A number of steamships due 
from~ foreign ports yesterday were not 
heard of at all, and it was supposed that 
they were lying outside Sandy Hook, wailt- 
ing for a chance to come in. 

The ferryboat traffic suffered perhaps 
more severely than any other branch. The 
boats had to grope their way from shore 
to shore like big muscle-bound spiders. 
Nearly all trains were late, and the com- 
muters were not overjoyed. 


FERRYBOATS IN CRASH. 


Once it looked as if there was to be a very 
bad ferryboat crash. That was about 3 
o’clock in the afternoon, when the Bergen 
and the Musconetcong, both of the Lacka- 
wanna’s ferry service, collided on their way 
| between Hoboken and the Christopher 
Street ferry slip. They came together in 
midstream, the Bergen striking the other 
boat midships and tearing away a consid- 
erable part of the women’s cabin. The 
number of passengers on bdard of both ves- 
sels was comparatively small, or the acci- 
dent would undoubtedly have ended more 
seriously than was the case. Two women 
and a man were cut by falling glass on 
board the Musconetcong. All three were

FATAL COLLISION IN FOG. 


Conductor of Belated Local Train Killed 
by Express at Stamford.

STAMFORD, Conn., Dec. 27.—George 
Howland of Mount Vernon, N. Y,, con- 
ductor of the accommodation train from 
New Haven due to leave Stamford at 7:15 
and arrive in the Grand Central Station at 
8:35, was instantly killed in a collision at 
the Stamford station at 7:15 this evening 
while a dense fog prevailed. 

The collision occurred between the Boston 
Express, which is due to arrive in New 
York at 7:59, and the accommodation train. 
The express crashed into the rear of the 
accommodation just as the latter was about 
to be backed out of the station to leave the 
track clear for the express. Conductor 
Howland was on the second last car of the 
train and was leaning out signaling to his 
engineer, The last car was driven into the 
car in front, and the conductor was crushed 
to death instantly. 

To-night the accommodation was about 
fifteen minutes late. ‘Nearly all the passen- 
gers then got off, many of them to take 
the express which was following. The sig- 
nals were placed against the express, and 
as an extra precaution two torpedoes were 
placed on the tracks at the Atlantic Street 
bridge, which is about 100 yards from the 
station. When the torpedoes exploded the 
express had already slowed down, owing to 
the stop to be made at Stamford, but the 
engineer was unable to stop until he had 
struck the accommodation train. 

A passenger on the accommodation named 
Joseph Sevinski was injured about the head. 
His injuries are not serious. No one on the 
express s injured seriously, but several 
were badly shaken up. Traffic was delayed 
for over an hour. 


RSPCA SOE AE AT ~ ES 
BLOWN FROM CAB, 


Engineer Warns Rescuer of Wild En- 
gine—Fireman Prevents Wreck.

PATERSON, N. J., Dec. 27.—Patrick 
Fortin, engineer of a Lackawanna Road 
freight train, was found, bleeding and 
scalded, in a snowbank near Waterloo early 
this morning. He told the track walker 
who found him that he had been blown 
out of his cab by a bursting steam pipe and 
that his engine, a big camelback, was run- 
ning wild with the train at a forty-mile-an- 
hour clip. 

“There will be a wreck and death unless 
the train is stopped,’’ he said. ‘“ Never 
mind about me, but hurry to the signal 
station and send out an alarm.” 

The trackman left Fortin lying by the 
track and rushed to the nearest signal box. 
An alarm was sent to all the towermen to 
keep the road clear for. the runaway train, 
and a special locomotive was started from 
Dover. It was to run ahead of the wild 
train and slow up gradually till the un- 
manned locomotive had caught up with it. 
Then the engineer was to pass to the train 


; locomotive and close the throttle.

After an hour of suspense 
the tower operator was signaled from a 
point up the road that the fireman had 
succeeded in stopping the train. 

It developed afterward that the fireman 
in his pit across the camelback of the loco- 
motive had noticed that steam was escap- 
ing and had climbed into the cab to shut 
it off. When it was all over, help was 
sent to Fortin, and he was brought to St. 
Joseph's Hospital, in this city, to have 
his wounds dressed.

It is the understanding that neither the 
President nor the Attorney General pur- 
pcses to take steps for the formulation of 
a bill to press upon Congress as an Admin- 
istration measure. The Administration is 
proceeding on the theory that Congress, 
through its proper committees, will formu- 
late such measures as may be desired, and 
that with regard to such measures beyond 
the recommendations of the annual message 
the executive department will not inter- 
fere. 

The President, however, does not hesitate 
to discuss the matter with those Senators 
and Representatives who bring it up, and 
Attorney General Moody also freely ex- 
presses his views when questioned by mem- 
bers of Congress. 

S. C. T. Dodd, solicitor for the Standard 
Oil Company, yesterday expressed the opin- 
ion that a law providing for Federal char- 
ters for corporations doing an inter-State 
commerce business would be a desirable 
thing. Mr. Dodd thus confirmed the opin- 
ion given by John D. Archbold and John 
D. Rockefeller at a hearing before the In- 
dustrial Commission appointed by Presi- 
dent McKinley in 1899, 4 

“Its result,” he said, ‘‘ would be to get 
the corporations .out of the tangle that is 
caused by the multiplicity of State laws and 
it would give to the Government sole con- 
trol. But the legal difficulties are perhaps 
insurmountable without a change in the ; 
United States Constitution. The charge of 
unconstitutionality would undoubtedly be 
brought. The various States would be apt 
to attack such a law on the question of 
their sovereignty being infringed upon.”’

AGAINST BISHOP TALBOT 


Accused of Lying in Letter About 
Dr. Irvine, Deposed Rector. 


DR. BODINE TO HEAD INQUIRY 


Presentors Specify Many Statements 
Said to be False in Bishop’s Letter 
to the Rev. Dr. Upjohn. 


Following is the presentment. in the case 
against Bishop Ethelbert Talbot of the 
Protestant Episcopal diocese of Central 
Pennsylvania on new charges . growing 
out of his connection with the deposition of 
Dr. Ingram. N. W. Irvine of Philadelphia 
from the priesthood: : 

“The undersigned, in virtue of the Can» 
onical authority reposed in them, present 
the Right Rev. Ethelbert Talbot, D. D. 
LL. D., Bishop of the Protestant Episcopal 
Church in the diocese of Central Pennsyl- 
vania, as being guilty of conduct unbe+. 
coming a Bishop of the Protestant Episco- 
pal Church in the United States of America 
specifications hereinafter 
more particularly set forth, to the end that 
he may be tried upon said charge which 


is laid within five years last passed, which 
trial is hereby demanded under the provi- 
sions of Canon IX., Title 2 of the Canons of 
the General Convention of the said church 
in such case made and provided. 

“Specification 1.—The said presenters do 
hereby present and allege that Bishop Tal- 
bot is guilty of immorality in having writ- 
ten a false, Hbelous, and untruthful letter 
regarding the Rev. Ingram N. W. Irvine, 
D. D., and mailed, or caused the letter to 
be mailed, to the Rev. Dr. Samuel Upjohn, 
President of the Philadelphia Catholic Club, 
[A copy of the letter follows.] 

“Specification 2.—That Bishop Talbot fs 
guilty of lying in having written, ‘May I 
therefore say to you that this man was 
deposed nearly two years ago for gross Im- 
morality and for lewd and lascivious can- 
duct with women.’ For reference see che 
proceedings of the ecclesiastical court be- 
fore which the Rev. Dr. Irvine was tried, 
in which no record will be found of any 
such charges. 

“ Specification 2.—That Bishop Talbot ts 
guilty of lying in having written, ‘that 
Irvine for thirty years has been in the 
ministry and that for twenty of those years 
he has been under ecclesiastical discipline.’ 
(Here papers from three Bishops as well as 
letters and other documents are given ag 
references.) 

“Specification 4. That Bishop Talbot {gs 
guilty of lying in having written ‘ that -he 
{Irvine] has been suspended once, admone- 
ished once in your diocese, and inhibited 
and made to leave repeatedly.’ 

“The charge of lying is set forth in spec- 
ifications covering all but two of the re- 
maining paragraphs of the letter, followe 
ing the paragraph reading: ‘That all. hig 
{irvine’s] talk about a divorced woman be- 
ing excommunicated and then restored by 
me is baseless.’ 


A LETTER -TO IRVINE. 


The presentment in support of the charge 
of lying sets forth the following letter: 

** Diocese of Centra. Pennsylvania Bigh- 

opric. 

*** South Bethlehem, Penn., Feb. 6, 1899. 

‘My Dear Irvine: The woman to whom 
you refer is by canon excommunicated. If 
cannot believe she will have the presump- 
tion to present herself at the Holy Com- 
munion. If you think there is any danger 
of her doing so it would be better for you 
in some kind and gentle way to intimate to 
her her true condition. Of course you have 
no discretion in the matter. If she should 
present herself before you can speak to her, 
and you think. she does in ignorance, then 
you can speak to her afterward.

““* That eight Bishops have grave charges 
against him, (Irvine,) that the Venerable 
Bishop of Quincy wrote me upon his death- 
bed that Irvine had outraged two girls in 
his city, and Bishops Whitaker, Whitehead, 
Scarborough, Potter, Doane, 
Adams, Taylor, the Rev. Dr. Leffingwell, 
and a host of others will bear out all I 
have said as to his character. 

“Wherefore, the presentors, in view of 
the reasons as set forth in the above speci- 
fications, do ask that Bishop Talbot be 
presented for trial before @ court of his 
peers.’

Through the sending of this letter to Dr. 
Fulton the general membership of the 
Protestant Episcopal Church became cog- 
nizant of its existence. The friends of Dr. 
Ingram N. W. Irvine of Philadelphia, re- 
ferred to in the letter, a deposed clergy- 
man of the Church—deposed, as they al- 
leged, by Bishop Talbot as a matter of 
revenge—took the matter up and made the 
present presentment to Bishop Tuttle of 
St. Louis, the presiding officer of the 
House of Bishops. It was he who, on read- 
ing the charges, appointed the Board of In- 
quiry, made up of eight clergymen and 
eight laymen, all the latter having been 
delegates to the late General Conference 
of the Church at Boston. Dr. Irvine now 
becomes purely a lay figure in the case, as 
the personal quarrel between him and the 
Bishop has been practically eliminated, 
the issue being that the charges made by 
Bishop Talbot in the Upjohn letter are of 
such a nature that they bring discredit on 
the whole Church and one of its ruling 
powers, the author. 

If the Board of Inquiry finds the charges 
to be sustained, it will present Bishop Tal- 
bot to the House of Bishops for trial; if 
not, the whole matter will be dropped, 


BISHOP’S STATEMENTS DENIED. 


Mr. Noble, speaking for the presenters of 
the case, made these comments upon the 
Upjohn letter: 

“The impression intended to be conveyed 
by this letter, and actually conveyed by 
it, is false. Dr. Irvine was not deposed, as 
alleged by Bishop Talbot, ‘for gross im- 
morality,’ as an examination of the rec- 
ords of the trial, which are public, would 
demonstrate. 

“ The Supreme Court of Pennsylvania, re- 
viewing them, says: 

“Undoubtedly defendants (Bishop Talbot and 
Mrs. Elliott) combined to prefer charges against 
Irvine in the Church court, and acted in concert 
to support the charg ss. 

“And it was upon these charges that he 
was tried. Bishop Talbot was the review- 
ing authority, and deposed Dr. Irvine from 
the ministry upon the charges which he and 
Mrs. Elliott combined to prefer against Dr. 
Irvine. 

“The charge that Dr. Irvine has been for 
twenty years under the ban of ecclesiastical 
discipline is false. Dr. Irvine has never 
been under the ban of ecclesiastical disci- 
pline. He has never been suspended, nor 
inhibited, nor made to leave any diocese or 
parish, as charged. 

“It is untrue that eight Bishops, or any 
other number of Bishops, have charges 
against him, for it is not to be believed that 
any Bishop would have such a charge and 
fail to make it known, especially in view 
of the wide publicity the deposition of Dr. 
Irvine by Bishop Talbot has had. 

“The charge that the venerable Bishop 
@f Quincy (Bishop Burgess) accused Dr. Ir- 
vine to Bishop Talbot in a letter on his 
deathbed is a safe one for Bishop Talbot 
to make, since the Bishop of Quincy re- 
ferred to is dead. Dr. Irvine indignantly 
there was any such charge 
: him, to his knowledge, by 
Bishop Burgess, and he asserts that he 
never did anything to give the faintest 
Shadow of support to such a charge. 

WHAT BISHOP BURGESS SAID. 


“It is true that there was a controversy 
between Bishop Burgess and Dr. Irvine, 
but that controversy was settled in Dr. 
Irvine's favor. On July 1884, Bishop 
Burgess said in a communication to Dr. 
Irvine, ‘I stated them (rumors affecting 
Dr. Irvine's character) to some whom I 
had a right as Bishop to consult, in sup- 
posed confidence and without any inten- 
tion to injure the Dean, (Dr. Irvine;) that 
they were greatly magnified and exagger- 
ated in Quincy, I am informed, which I 
greatly regret; that in the examination 
made by me to ascertain the truth of the 
matter I became satisfied that there was 
no sufficient foundation in fact to base 
fuch rumors upon, and desire the Dean 


(Dr. Irvine) in respect to them to be held 
without reproach.’ 

“The statement that a letter was brought 
from St. Clement's by Mrs. Alexan- 
der Elliott of Huntingdon, Penn., (who 
is the divorced woman referred to,) is an- 
other safe allegation, since the then rector 
of St. Clement’s is dead. Dr. Irvine denies 
that he ever told Bishop Talbot that there 
Was such a letter, and Dr. Irvine’s state- 
ment is to be believed, because substan- 
tially all the transaction between Dr. Ir- 
vine and Bishop Talbot concerning Mrs. 
Elliott was by letter, and, of course, based 
on premises which would have been utter- 
ly incompatible with her excommunication 
had such a letter been in existence. 

“Bishop Talbot says, ‘I acted kindly 
and as righteously as was possible.’ As 
against Bishop Talbot's — of his con- 
duct, the opinion of the Supreme Court of 
Pennsylvania is referred to. 

“The statement that the Bishops named 
in the letter ‘and a host of others will bear 
out all I have said as to his character’ is 
an unauthorized attempt to involve brother 
Bishops in his quarrel, and is false in the 
ppeeoetion that such Bishops would sustain

“ Back of this presentment of Bishop Tal- 
bot,” said Mr. Noble, “‘is unquestionably a 
desire on the part of Dr. Irvine's friends to 
right the wrongs from which he has suf- 
fered terribly ever since they were first 
made public. Since that time Bishop Tal- 
bot has pursued Dr. Irvine relentlessly, al- 
though when Bishop Talbot became Bishop 
of Central Pennsylvania they were intimate 
friends, both having attended the General 
Theological Seminary as classmates, In- 
deed, Bishop Talbot inducted Mr. Irvine 
into the  narccene | of the church from 
which he afterward deposed him. The per- 
sonal animosity the-~ Bishop has shown 
against his old friend is one of the mys- 
teries of the case which investigation now 
in ony ame may clear up.” 

Dr. Irvine went to Huntingdon, Penn., as 
a missionary in charge of the parish after 
Bishop Talbot was made Bishop of Central 
Pennsylvania, This subsequently became 
St. Paul's Parish, one of the most power- 
ful and fashionable of the churches of the

A short time afterward Mr. Elliott got a 
divorce from his wife on the ground of de- 
sertion, a sufficient ground under the State 
laws once more, but again not sufficient 
under canonical law. 


IRVINE'S HYPOTHETICAL CASE. 


Dr. Irvine wrote a letter to Bishop Talbot, 
Stating the case of the parties as hypo- 
thetical. The Bishop had become a friend 
of the Elliotts, and visited them frequently 
at their home in Huntingdon, although his 
episcopal residence was at South Bethle- 
hem, some miles away. Dr. Irvine asked 
what was his duty in such a case as this, 
rot mentioning the Elliotts by name. 
Bishop Talbot sent in reply the letter quot- 
ed in the specifications of the present- 


ment, telling Dr. Irvine the woman was 
excommunicated by the Canon. 

With this authority from the Bishop of 
his diocese to base his actions on, Dr. Ir- 
vine informed Mrs. Elliott that hereafter 
she could not partake of the holy com- 
munion, and asked her to refrain from pre- 
senting herself and so avoid a public scan- 
dal. Bishop Talbot was informed by the 
friends of Mrs. Elliott, and he set to work 
at once to have her reinstated in the com- 
munion of the church, going so far as to 
order formally this to be done in a letter 
to Dr. Irvine. This Dr. Irvine dodged by 
calling a meeting of the members of his 
Vestry and placing the case before them, 
They at once decided to withdraw from 
their position as a mission and become an 
independent church. This having been 
done, Dr. Irvine refused to obey the orders 
of the Bishop to reinstate Mrs. Elliott to 
membership. 

Dr. Irvine was accused then of having 
forged a letter to Bishop Talbot, purporting 
to have been signed with the name of Mrs. 
Elliott. The charges were dismissed by 
the court before which they were brought 
as being, in the language of the court, “‘ too 
flimsy to be entertained for a moment.” 
Then there followed ecclesiastical charges, 
in which Dr. Irvine, before a tribunal or- 

nized by Bishop Talbot, and whose find- 
ngs he was to review, was charged with 
immoral conduct and insubordination in re- 
fusing to obey the orders of his Bishop. 
The charges of immoral conduct were not 
sustained, no testimony being introduced in 
their support. Those of insubordination 
were sustained, and under them Bishop Tal- 
bot imposed e severest sentence possible 
under canon law, the deposition of the of- 
fending clergyman. 

Dr. Irvine appealed to the civil courts 
from the decision on the ground that. the 
punishment was excessive in view of the 
offense. The Pennsylvania Supreme Court 
decided that it could not review the findings 
of an ecclesiastical court, but did say in its 
opinion, speaking of Bishop Talbot, and 
Mrs. Elliott: 


Undoubtedly defendants Le eage Talbot and 
Mrs. Elliott) combined to prefer charges against 
Irvine in the Church court and acted in concert 
to support the charges. * * * This was not 
unlawful, although their action was tinctured 
With vindictiveness in some particulars. They 
wanted him deposed from the ministry. * * * 
That they also hated him and by their course 
possibly gratified less worthy motives than those 
which prompt a true Christian to action is of no 
moment, except in so far as it might have af- 
fected their credibility as witnesses before the 
court which tried him.—(Irvine vs Elliott, 206 
Pa. St. 154.) 


All these proceedings led to the first pre- 
sentment of the case to a church tribunal, 
in which after a long hearing, Bishop Tal- 
bot escaped trial before the House of Bish- 
ops by a vote of five to four in his favor. 
Then Dr. Irvine, convinced that he could 
not be restored to the ministry, broken in 
health and spirits, went to Philadelphia, 
where he has resided since. 


THE SECOND PRESENTMENT. 


The matter came before the General Con- 
ference of Episcopal Churches in San Fran- 
cisco three years ago, and at least one of 
the New York lay delegates was sufficiently 
interested in the case to bring back with 
him all the notes of the various trials and 
give considerable study to the case. This 
person, who is very prominent in the work 
of the church, and convinced that Dr. 
Irvine had been wronged, could yet see no 


way in which the matter could be reopened 
until the pany letter became semi-public 
property. hen, it is asserted, he joined 
wit 7s eee ey persons and some in 
Huntington who were convinced that Dr, 
Irvine had been persecuted. They engaged 
Herbert Noble of this city as counsel, he 
being an authority on canonical and eccle- 
siastica! law, and Henry Budd of Phila- 
delphia, equally well versed in this law, with 
the result of the drawing of the papers in 
the present presentment. 

The “ presenters,’’ as the fourteen men 
who have united in making the charges 
against Bishop Talbot are cailed, include 
six from Philadelphia, at least two from 
this city, and two clergymen, as the canoni- 
cal law requires, the others being from the 
Sana over which Bishop Talbot pre- 
sides, 

*“‘I cannot say who the presenters are,” 
said Mr. Noble yesterday, “‘ but they are 
gentlemen who are determined that this 
thing, which has been a threatening church 
scandal for years, shall be thrashed out to 
the bitter end. They are all prominent 
churchmen, as will appear when their 
names are made known at the Reading 
hearing, and they will spare no expense to 
see that the thing is ovnenly cleared up 
and justice done, whether to Bishop Talbot 
or to Dr. Irvine. They have money enough 
to furnish all the necessary ‘ sinews of war,’ 
and as they believe implicitly that Dr. 
Irvine is the innocent and injured party 
in this matter, will try and punish Bishop 
ipihes, as they believe he should be pun- 
shed.” 

Herbert Noble appears on the document 
ag one of the fourteen presenters. sso- 
ciated with him as presenters are John A. 
Beall of New York, an attorney, and J. 
Frederick Jenkinson and Agnew McBride 
of Philadeiphia, both attorneys. ‘These four 
gentlemen, in addition to figuring as pre- 
senters, will also appear in the case as 
counsel for the prosecution, the rank of 
senior counsel being held by Mr. Noble. 

Among churchmen who are familiar with 
the case, it is said that the hearing at 
Reading will not be the end of the case. 
It is reported that several detectives have 
been engaged for some time in ferreting 
out another branch of the case, which may 
be more sensational than the. present if 
the suspicions entertained are realized. 


BISHOP WHITEHEAD A WITNESS. 


Pittsburg Prelate to Tell Commission 
What He Knows of Dr. Irvine. 


Special to The New York Times. 

PITTSBURG, Penn., Dec. 27.—Bishop 
Whitehead of Pittsburg said to-day he 
would appear before the commission ap- 
pointed to investigate the presentment 
against Bishop Talbot, and would tell what 
he knows of Dr. Irvine, who is alleged to 
be back of the charges against Bishop Tal- 
bot, who unfrocked him. Bishop White- 
head refused to discuss the case further, 
and said: 

** What I have to tell will be told before 
the Church committee and not to the 


public.” 

Strangers, presumably from the East, 
have been here investigating the career of 
Dr. Irvine. About fourteen years ago he 
became the rector of All. Saints’ Parish, 


Braddock. The Vestrymen of the church 
opposed some of his methods. One dispute 
followed after another, but in each instance 
the rector came out victorious. Finally the 
church burned to the ground. In the pay- 
ment of insurance another dispute was 
started between the rector and the Church 
Trustees, 

A contract was let for another church 
edifice. During the work the Vestrymen 
charged the rector with taking too much 
interest in the affairs of the Building Com- 
mittee. The fight over this subject was 
so sharp that Dr. Irvine finally resigned. 
He was transferred by Bishop Whitehead to 
the Central Pennsylvania diocese, The Ali 
Saints’ congregation saeenree and the 
church property was sold. 

For eight years Braddock had no Prot- 
estant Episcopal Church. Charles M. 
Schwab of the United States Steel Corpora- 
tion furnished the money for the erection 
of a new church building in honor of his 
mother-in-law, Mrs. Dinkey, who had been 
a member of All Saints’ Parish. The new 
parish was called St. Mary's. All the ves-

LEE THREATENS AGAIN. 


May Have to Muss Trenton Streets 
with G. D. W. Vroom. 


William J. Lee, formerly of Trenton, N. 
J., who has within the last few years re- 
peatedly threatened the life of various Jer- 
sey officials, and who has been three times 
in the insane asylum of that State and as 
often escaped, is out once more with a 
declaration of homicidal intent. 

As in the past, he takes the public into 
his confidence. Yesterday he mailed the 
following letter to Judson Miner, Chief of. 
Police at Trenton: 


Dear Sir: Will you kindly inform Garret D. W. 
Vroom that if he resigns all of his public offices 
before Jan. 1, 1905, I will not kill him, Also try 
and impress upon him the. fact that his ‘public 
offices will not do him much good after he is 
dead, anyway. I don’t want to muss up the 
streets of Trenton, my em city, if it can be 


avoided. Yours hopeful 
WILLIAM J. LEE. 


Mr. Lee registered this letter and at the 
same time mailed copies to the newspaper 
offices. He is stopping at the Mount Mor- 
ris Hotel, Third Avenue and One Hundred 
and Thirtieth Street, where yesterday aft- 
ernoon -he recited his grievances against 
Judge Vroom. They are endless. He ex- 
hibited countless newspaper clippings, Tre- 
citing his exploits as a threatener, and 
declared that he could not be touched by 
the law as long as he remained out of New 
Jersey. 

“If I go back to that State, though,” he 
said, “‘ they will nab me on the instant and 
send me back to the asylum. During the 
recent campaign Gov. Murphy was in New 
York, and I called on him at his hotel, ask- 
ing him to take steps to have me extradited 
and taken back to New Jersey. He replied 
that he would take the matter under advise- 
ment. A little later I received a letter from 


New Jersey's Attorney General to the ef- 
fect that I had not committed any extradit- 
able crime. 

“I wrote the Chief of Police of Trenton 
regarding my Vroom intentions because I 
thought uch a course rather humorous, Of 
course, if Vroom doesn’t resign I shall have 


to make good.” 

Dispatches from Trenton are to the effect 
that Lee has declared the life of Judge 
Vroom forfeited so often that it has be- 
come wearisome. Lee is a civil engineer of 
unusual ability. When the company was 
bought by the so-called Bridge Trust he 
announced himself as a “ trust-buster,’’ 
and negotiated for the Phoenix Iron Works, 
paid part of his money, and got a title 
with a big mortgage on the plant. When 
he did not complete his payments the 
works were sold to the John E. Thropp 
Sons Company. Judge Vroom acted as 
counsel] for the Thropps. 


SUICIDE KNEW JOCKEY. 


Young Woman Who Leaped to Death 
Acquaintance of Hoar. 


The young woman who committed suicide 
by leaping from a third-story window of 
thé house at 202 West Forty-sixth Street 
early yesterday morning was identified last 
night as a Gaughter of Mrs. Thomas Moss 
of 319 West Marion Street, Lancaster, Penn. 
Her identity was established by a telephone 
message from the mother to Detective Ser- 
geant Connolly of the West Forty-seventh 
Street Station. The mother told the detec- 
tive that om Monday she had received a let- 
ter from her daughter, who informed her 
that her future address would be “ Mrs. J, 
Hall, care of Mrs. Webb, 202 West Forty- 
sixth Street.” 

In two dress-suit cases found in the girl's 
room the police discovered a man’s wearing 
apparel. A light Summer overcoat, which 
had been made by Thomas McGuire, a 
Thirty-fourth Street tailor, bore the name 
and date, *“‘Mr. Hoar, April 22, 1903."" Mr. 
McGuire said that the coat had been made 
for J. J. Hoar, a jockey, who at that time 
was under contract with Frank Farrell. 
After that Hoar filled a contract on the 
Russian turf, riding horses belonging to 
Jean De Reszke, the tenor. He returned 
to America several weeks ago. 

According to the information obtained by 
the police from the girl’s mother, she left 
her home about a year ago and went to 
Washington. Later she informed her 
mother that on Sept. 6 she had married 
Clinton Frazer, a clerk in the employ of 


the Government. Some weeks ‘ago she 
wrote that she.and- her husband would 
spend Christmas with Mrs. Moss, but a few 
days ago the latter received a letter in 
which her daughter announced that she 
was coming to this city. 

Detective Connolly of the West Forty- 
seventh Street Station found J. Hoar, the 
jockey. at his parents’ home, 7 Ferris 

treet, Jersey City, according to his report 
early this morning. Hoar, Connolly says, 
said that he had met the young woman 
while he was riding at the recent Benning 
meeting at Washington, and that he came 
to this city from Washington with her at 
the close of the meeting. He said that he 
left her Mongar on the ground that he had 
to return to his parents and that he had 
an engagement to fill. He went to the 
Forty-sixth Street house with her on Mon- 
day, he said, and left her there.

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HEAVY RAIN-IN SOUTH 


Snowstorm Rages. from) Rocky 
Mountains to Great Lakes. 


THREE KILLED; MUCH DAMAGE 


Street Car Traffic Stopped, Trains De- 
layed for Hours, and Wires 
Down Everywhere. 


CHICAGO, Dec. 27.—One of the severest 
snowstorms of recent years has raged 
through the territory lying between the 
Rocky Mountains and the Great Lakes 
since early this morning, and has caused 
much trouble to street car companies, ra'l- 
roads, and telegraph companies. 

In the South, to which the storm also 
extended, conditions were somewhat bet- 
ter, the snow in many places being changed 
to a heavy rainfall which was preceded by 
thunder and lightning, and followed by 
high winds. Nashville, Louisville, New 
Orleans, Montgomery, and Memphis all re- 
ported exceedingly heavy rains, a rapidly 
falling thermometer and terrific winds, 

The telegraph companies were the 
greatest sufferers, for the blizzard which 
swept through the West and North- 
west during the last 24 hours was 
preceded by a heavy fog and drizzling rain 
which made the wires almost unworkable. 
The intense cold and terrific gale that fol- 
lowed close upon the fog, coated the wires 
with ice and Jater in the day threw poles 
to the ground, crippling the companies. 
Railroad trains were badly delayed all 
through the West, some of them being 24 
hours late. Street car traffic in all the 
cities of the West and Northwest was prac- 
tically at a standstill at some time during 
the day. 


The fatalities reported as due to the’ 


storm were: Alexander Steiner, a teamster, 
killed in this city while unloading coal, a 
coal chute being blown from its fastenings 
and striking him on the head; Thomas 
Walsh, a laborer, struck by a heavy board 
while entering a new building in this city, 
and Frank Cavanaugh, killed at Muncie, 
Ind., by an oil derrick falling on him. 

At 10 o'clock to-night the storm was re- 
ported as subsiding at Kansas City and 
at other points on a north and south line 
from that city, but it will be several days 
before normal conditions are restored 
throughout the entire sections. 

At Chicago and east of here the storm 
was still raging with great violence, and 
Was expected to continue throughout the 
night, the centre of the storm being ‘ap- 
parently between Chicago and Cleveland. 

Reports from Kansas City early in the 
day were that the storm extended from 
the middle of Missouri as far south as 
Indian Territory, and was accompanied 
throughout its entire extent by high winds 
and snow, which on the level would have 
been about one foot in depth. It was drift- 
ed so badly by the gale, however, that in 
nearly all the cities of Nebraska, Kansas, 
and Western Missouri, street car traffic 
was at a standstill by noon. 

The telegraph wires were down in all 
directions, and it was with extreme diffi- 
culty that communication with the West 
and Northwest was kept up, All trains 
through that part of the cotintry were 
hopelessly behind their schedule. 

The storm reached Eastern Missourl by 
noon, and the temperature in. St. Louis 
went down 20 degrees in two hours, while 
the wind, blowing at forty miles an hour, 
piled the snow up in the streets in great 
drifts. 

At Omaha and Des Moines conditions 
similar’ to those in Kansas City were re- 
ported. All through Western Iowa the 
storm raged with great fury. All trains 
in this section were reported from one to 
six hours late. 

In the Northwest the storm was even 
more violent than throughout Missouri and 
Iowa. In St. Paul the snow commenced to 
fall early last night and grew heavier all 
through the night, while the wind increased 
until it was blowing 50 miles an hour. The 
heavy snow and the gale worked havoc 
with railroads, and some passenger trains 
from the, Pacific Coast were reported to- 
night as 24 hours overdue. 

The storm reached Westward from S8t. 
Paul until it covered almost the entire 
Northwest. From the Dakotas, Eastern Mon- 
tana, Wyoming, Northern Michigan. and 
Wisconsin, the same conditions were re- 
ported. The wires were down in all direc- 
tions; the snow was falling in dense volume 
and driven by a high northwest gale, was 
filling the streets and railroad cuts. 

The storm struck Chicago shortly after 


noon and increased with greet rapidity un- 
til it had assumed hurricane violence at 
5:30 o’clock, when the wind tore through 
the down-town streets at the rate of sev- 
enty-two miles an hour. It fell away after 
that, and by 7 o’clock had dropped to fift 

miles an hour, where it remained throu 4 
the night, with occasional gusts that would 
howl through the streets with the force of 
a cyclone, em | down signs and smashing 
in plate-giass windows, and in many sec- 
tions of the down-town districts hurling 
pedestrians from their feet and overturn- 

light delivery wagons. 

n all peste of the sity trees were blown 
down, chimneys toppl over, and several 
frame shacks were leveled with the ground. 
There were numerous instances of people 
being bruised by being blown from their 
feet while as some of the high build- 
— in the down-town district. 

etween noon and 7 o'clock in the evening 
the mercury dropped from 34 to 11. . 

The late reports from Wisconsin are that 
the storm was the most severe ever known 
in that section of the country. Damage in 
the City of Madison is estimated at $100,- 
000. In Indiana the damage done was 
especially heavy in the oil fields, where 
fully 600 derricks were blown down and 
all operations suspended. The loss on der- 
rieks alone in the neighborhood of Muncle 
is placed at $200,000 and at $50,000 around 
Portland.

Fell on Icy Sidewalk. 


In helping a young girl, who had slipped 
on the icy sidewalk in front of 15 West 
Eighth Street early yesterday morning and 
broken her leg, Policeman Henne of the 
Mercer Street Station, slipped and broke 
his leg, too. So when Dr. O'Leary of St. 
Vincent's Hospital, summoned by Henne, 
arrived, he found two cases, with similar’ 
injuries, where he expected but one, 

The girl was Rosa Strauster, nineteen 
years old, of 348 West Fourteenth Street. 


Henne picked her up and took her into the 
Hotel Mariton, at West Eighth Street.

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REJOICING IN NEW ENGLAND. 


Rain Breaks Drought That Had Caused

BOSTON, Dec. 27.—The heavy rainstorm 
which began early to-day, extended over 
Southern New England, and turning to 
snow in the northern portions, broke a 
drought that has menaced the territory for 
several weeks.

SARATOGA, N. Y., Dec. 27.—To-night’s 
comparatively moderate temperature of 30 
degrees above zero and the rainstorm that 
has continued since 2 o’clock this morning 
with no signs of abating will, it is feared, 
precipitate a flood of surface waters from 
the Adirondacks into the upper Hudson 
River and valleys in this section. 

The rain, however, has brought great 
relief all through the upper part of the 
State, where because of the scarcity of

mills had been compelled to shut down and 
others were preparing to do so. 


IMMENSE LOSS FROM FOG. 


Produce Intended for London Christmas 
Market Now Being Unloaded. 


LONDON, Dec. 27.—The conditions which 
had prevailed among the shipping in the 
Thames for nearly a week were considera- 
bly improved to-day.

BANKER CRIPPLE’S SUICIDE. 


Said He Wanted Coffin, Then Took His 
Life in Undertaker’s Shop. 


Special to The New York Times. 
CHICAGO, Dec, 27.—Leroy K. Nesbit, a 
banker, committed suicide to-day in an 
undertaking establishment. Scribbled on a 
card in the banker’s pocket was a note 
saying: 
‘IT am tired of being a cripple.” 
Nesbit had a shriveled leg and had spent 


; thousands of dollars in vain attempts to 


effect a cure. 

Nesbit was at his office, in “Halsted 
Street, during the morning. None of his 
business associates noticed anything un- 
usual in his demeanor, he seeming rather 
cheerful, in fact. When he reached Boyds- 
ton’s undertaking place, at Forty-second 
Street and Cottage Grove Avenue, he hesi- 
tated before entering. It-is believed he 
contemplated shooting himself in the street. 
Frank Boydston, a partner in the under- 
taking firm, recognized him, and as the 
weather was wet and chilly invited him 
inside the shop. He declined the invitation 
at first. 

“I am waiting here for a friend,’”’ he 
said. ‘‘One of my friends has died and we 
are going to select a coffin for him.”’ 

‘“‘Come on in,” urged Mr. Boydston. 
Coroner’s inquest is going on inside.” 

“Is that so?”’ said Mr. Nesbit. ‘‘ What 
did the person die of?”’ 

“‘Oh, she was a suicide,’”’ said Mr. Boyd~ 
ston. 

“Indeed,” said Mr. Nesbit. ‘“ That's 
strange. This friend of mine is a suicide, 
too. Maybe the same Coroner’s jury would 
answer for both.”’ 

And it did. Nesbit went into an ad- 
joining room and shot himself in the 
head, and as soon as Deputy Coroner 
John Cummings had concluded the inquest 
he impaneled the same jury and viewed the 
body of the banker. 

Mr. Nesbit's leg had been treated by Dr. 
Ridlon by Prof. Lorenz’s bloodless method, 
but without avail. Dr. Ridlon, after work- 
ing over him for months, finally gave him 
up as a hopeless cripple. It is believed this 
verdict of his physician thoroughly dis- 
heartened him. Mr. Nesbit had been a crip- 
ple nearly all his life. 

Mr. Nesbit was one of the best-known 
bankers in the stock yards district. He did 
a large loan business among packing house 
employes, and kept forty men working for 
him. He was thirty-five years old and 
leaves a widow and child. He left his busi- 
ness in perfect order; 


BEAT HUSBAND IN STREET. 


He Accuses Her of Stealing $1,000 and 
She Is Locked Up. 


A crowd was attracted to the stairs lead- 
ing to the up-town station of the Sixth 
Avenue elevated téflroad “at Thirty-third 
Street at 5 o'clock yesterday afternoon 
by the spectacle ‘of Leoni Clement, a 
seamstress, of 130 East Thirty-eighth Street 
administering a beating to her husband, 
Albert Clement, thirty-five years old, under 
steward at the Waldorf-Astoria. She used 
both fists and an umbrella, and fairly 
screamed with rage as she dealt ort the 
punishment, which ceased only when she 
knocked the man flat with a straight blow 
from the shoulder.

There 
Clement said that the valuables, consisting 
of money, jewelry, and furs, had disap- 
peared early in September while his mother, 
Mrs. Eulalie Vechsel of 225 East Twenty- 
eighth Street, was preparing to take ship to 
claim an inheritance of $100,000, which was 
awaiting her in France, where he, Clement, 
had preceded her. Up to then they had all 
been living at Corona, L. I., but Mrs, Clem- 
ent herself vanished soon afterward, and 
Clement said he had not seen her until just 
before their meeting, when she attacked 
him as he tried to serve her with papers 


in an action for divorce. Clement said his 
mother would dee the charge in the Jef- 
ferson Market Court this morning.

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THE CZAR’S MANIFESTO 
A VICTORY FOR REFORM 


Believed to Indicate Assendency 
of Witte and Mirsky. 


IMPORTANCE OF CONCESSIONS 


The Raising of the Peasants to Equality 
with Other 
Great Step in Advance. 


Russian Subjects a 


ST. PETERSBURG, Dec. 27.—The generat 
opinion is that the Emperor’s manifesto on 
the subject of reforms represents a victory 
for Interior Minister Sviatopolk-Mirsky and 
the Conservative Liberals over M. Pobiedo- 
nostzeff, Procurator General of the Holy 
Synod, and the Reactionaries, and that it 
practically places the strong combination 
of M. Witte and Prince Sviatopolk-Mirsky 
behind the Government's programme. 

The vagueness with which the reforms are 
Outlined gives possibilities of expansion or 
limitation according as different ideas pre- 
vail. With a man of M. Witte’s force at 
the head of the Committee of Ministers, the 
general belicf is that he will control in the 
end. 

Fully as important as the Government's 
response to the Zemstvoists is the position 
in which M. Witte is placed by the Czar’s 
action in confiding the reforms to the Com- 
mittee of Ministers. 

The ex-Finance Minister, the President 
of that committee, becomes the man of the 
hour, showing that the reports that he is 
again in high imperial favor were. accurate. 
Moreover, the Committee of Ministers, tte 
duties of which heretofore have been pure- 
ly perfunctory, is raised to the highest diy- 
nity, and for the first time a species of 
Ministerial responsibility is instituted, 
which apt to make the Committee of 
Ministers a real Cabinet. In addition to 
the Ministers, six Grand Dukes are mem- 
bers of the committee. 

The imperial manifesto directs the com- 
mittee to ascertain ‘‘the best method” of 
carrying the reforms into effect, and some 
papers, notably the Russ, find in these 
words permission for the committee to call 
ih Zemstvo representatives. 

While the Emperor's manifesto leaves no 
doubt that it is his firm intention to main- 
tain unimpaired the autocratic principle 
and not to yield to the Zemstvoist demand 
for a National Legislature, the programme 
of reforms outlined is a broad one, and if 
it had not been preceded by the agitation 
of the last few months. it would probably 
have been accepted with universal ac- 
claim in Russia as extremely liberal. 

The raising of the peasants to equality 
with other citizens of the empire is a step 
practically second only in importance to 
the emancipation of the serfs, but hardly 
less important are the guarantees which, 
the manifesto directs, are to be incorporat- 
ed.in the laws for the protection of the 
personal liberties of the people against ad- 
ministrative abuses. 

The increase in the independence and 
scope of the Doumas and Zemstvos, as well 
as the creation of smaller Zemstvo units; 
the definite protection of the Jews, Arme- 
nians, and other unorthodox sects, and the 
revision of the press laws are all in line 
with the Zemstvo demands. 

The Extremists of course are not satis- 
fied, and many, of the Moderate Liberals 
are disappointed. The Government’s note 
threatening drastic measures in the event 
of a continuation of the vain agitation, 
whjch*the Government considered necessary 
in order to put a stop to the existing fer- 
ment, is resented deeply by them, and, it is 
feared, will inflame rather than allay the 
present agitation. 

It is understood, however, that harsh 
measures will be avoided, and the Govern- 
ment expects that the solid nature of the 
reforms offered will gradually draw to its 
support all except the Extreme Radicals. 

Those allied with the Zemstvoists express 
their intention to continue the agitation de- 
spite the Government’s note of warning. 
They believe that the manifesto is in a 
conciliatory spirit and represents the views 
of the Emperor, and that the Government 
note, with its covert threat of repression, is 
the work of the bureaucracy, against which 
their campaign is aimed. 

This being the seventy-ninth anniversary 
of the military revolt in 1825, about 1,000 
revolutionaries met at a banquet in St. 
Petersburg to-night. A strong force of po- 
lice was stationed outside the hall for use 
in case of emergency. The banquet con- 
tinued till a late hour, with revolutionary 
songs and speeches between the courses. 

Numerous anti-war speeches were also 
made, and a motion was carried by accla- 
mation advocating the immediate cessation 
of the war. 

At another meeting, attended by univer- 
sity professors and savants, a resolution 
was unanimously passed declaring that 
scientific progress impossibie until a 
constitutional government is conceded.

MOSCOW, Dec. 27.—At a meeting of the 
Moscow Zemstvo to-day in the presence of

MOSCOW, Dec. 27.—It is reported that 
Chief of Police Trepoff, who took an active 
part in the suppression of the recent sty- 
dent demonstrations, is about to resign and 
proceed to the front. 

ST. PETERSBURG, Dec. 27.—It is re- 
ported that Grand Duke Sergius will not re- 
sume the duties of Governor General of 
Moscow until the end of the war. 

This decision, coupled with the reported 
resignation of M. Trepoff, is believed to be 
due to persona! hostility toward both offi- 
cials, owing to the repressive measures they 
adopted at the time of the recent demon- 
stration. 
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tion’ of the Socialist Revolutionary Party 
is said to have issued a warning practically 
condemning to death the Grand Duke Ser- 
gius, Governor General of Moscow, 
Chief of Police Trepoff should there be a 
recurrence of the “police brutality which 
was witnessed in St. Petersburg.” 

The reports received regarding the rioting 
in Moscow indicate that the police and 
gendarmes there were quite as severe with 
the demonstrators as the St. Petersburg po- 
lice had been a week previously. 

Grand Duke Sergius is the Czar’s uncle, 
and is a leader of the Grand Ducal reac- 
tionary party. 


SCORES RUSSIAN ADMIRALTY. 


St. Petersburg Paper Declares Many 


Warships Are Defective. 


ST. PETERSBURG, Dec. 27.—In an out- 
spoken article in reply to the recént letter 
of Admiral Birileff appealing to the Rus- 
Sians not to criticise openly the condition 
of the navy, the Russ to-day declares the 
time has passed for silence. It says: 

“The old system of concealing facts is 
responsible for the loss of 150,000,000 rubles 
($75,000,000) worth of warships, and has 
covered us with shame and grief. It would 
be absurd to hide the defects that can still 
be repaired in the ships which remain at 
Kronstadt and Libau. We have already 
criminally wasted enough time.”’ 

The Russ enumerates the defects in the 
ships still in Russian waters, averring that 
the “peculiarities of structure of several 
of the vessels destined for the Far East 
make the voyage dangerous, and the tor- 
pedo boats are in such a shocking condition 
that it is a matter of surprise that the 
authorities accepted their delivery. Tor- 
pedo boats intended to reinforce Vice Ad- 
miral Rojestvensky must clearly not be dis- 
patched with the numerous defects which 
have been proved to exist in them.” 

In conclusion the Russ says: 

“Even if Admiral Rojestvensky is a 
clever leader, and his 12,000 comrades are 
heroic sailors, every one knows that we 
have imposed on them an almost super- 
human task in consequence of a true ac- 
count of the gravity of the events which 
have occurred since the fatal night of Feb. 
8 not having been furnished to us.’’ 


CHINA SEIZES MORE MUNITIONS, 


Russians Say Smuggled Cartridges 
Were Meant for Legation Guard.

TROY, N. Y., Dec. 27.—When ex-Supreme 
Court Justice Edgar L. Fursman appeared 
before Justice Jones to-day in answer to.a 
warrant accusing him of perjury, counsel 
for the accused caused a postponement for 
a day by moving that the warrant be dis- 
missed on the ground that the information 
was insufficient. Justice Jones took the 
motion under consideration and stated that, 
he would give a decision to-morrow. 

The complainant is John Schwarzkopf of 
New York, a former law partner of Judge 
Fursman. The latter was represented by 
ex-Judge L. E. Griffith and James C. Furs- 
man, a son of the defendant. The com- 
plainant appeared in his own behalf. When 
the case was called Judge Griffith asked 
permission to inspect the information upon 
which the warrant was granted. Mr. 
Schwarzkopf, turning to Judge Griffith, 
asked: 

“Do you appear here as counsel for the 
defendant? ”’ 

“Yes, Sir, I do,” replied Judge Griffith. 

“Then I protest,’”’ said the complainant. 
“The relations between Judge Griffith and 
myself huve been as attorney and client, 
and he has a personal knowledge of all de- 
tails of the cuse.”’ 

Judge Griffith denied that he ever was 
the complainant’s attorney. He then moved 
the dismissal of the warrant, on the ground 
that the information was insufficient, that 
the Grand Jury had no authority to hear 
evidence in regard to the crime specified in 
the indictment, that the allegation was not 
a material fact, and that no warrant for 
perjury should be grantee on the uncor- 
robcrated statement of one individual. 

Mr. Schwarzkopf replied to the argu- 
ments, stating that the information was suf- 
ficient, and that a warrant could be issued 
on the statement of one individual, though 
he admitted that this was not enough for 
conviction. Justice Jones then announced 
that he would render a decision to-morrow 
morning. 

Judge Griffith stated that if the decision 
of the court is unfavorable to his client he 
will be ready to proceed with the exami- 
nation to-morrow. 

Former Justice Fursman, addressing the 
Court, said he wished to make a statement. 
He declared that for the benefit of the pub- 
lic he wished to announce that a portion of 
an affidavit published in a New York paper, 
and purporting to be part of the information 
upon which the warrant was issued, was 
not the one presented to the court, and that 
every stutement mentioned in it was false. 

Upon application of Assistant District At- 
torney Wager, County Judge Tierney this 
morning granted an order permitting the 
presenting of the case to the Grand Jury, 
which will sit with the January term of the 
Supreme Court. The testimony that will 
be presented will not include the docu- 
ments ruled out by County Judge Tierney 
on the ground that they were improper evi- 
dence. 

Mr. Schwarzkopf and his counsel, James 
Farrell, made demand on the County Treas- 
urer this morning for the return of $2,500 
deposited by him and his brother, Oscar 
Schwarzkopf, as bail for appearance while 
the indictment for larceny pended. 

Deputy Saunders declined to pay it over, 
as County Treasurer Mann was not in the 
office. He called Mr. Farrell's attention to 
the fact that Judge Tierney’s order directs 
that the money be paid to John and Oscar 
Schwarzkopf, the latter a brother of the 


attorney, and as Oscar was not present to ¢ 


receipt for the cash it would not be paid. 
Mr. Saunders said he would not refuse to 
pay over the money under proper authority, 
but he wanted time to consult counsel. 


AUSTRIAN PREMIER TO RESIGN? 


Attempt to Restore Normal Parliamen- 
tary Conditions Has Failed.

VIENNA, Dec. 27.—It is not unlikely 
that the Austrian Premier, Dr. von Kodr- 
ber, will tender his resignation to-mor- 
row. The object for which his Cabinet 
was’ formed, to promote the restoration 
of normal parliamentary conditions, has 
not been attained, and the recent defeat 
of the Government by the Budget Com- 
mission of the Reichsrath shows that the 
Premier’s influence over the principal 
parties is not on the increase. 

The Hungarian Chamber is convened 
for to-morrow at midday. Premier Tisza 
will appeal once more to the Opposition 
for a supply vote to cover the electoral 
period, and if the appeal is again rejected 
Parliament will be dissolved on Jan. 4 
or 5. 

There are many indications that the 
rank and file of the Opposition, if not, 
indeed, the leaders themselves, view the 
coming dissolution, with anything but 
light hearts. The feeling in the country 
is by no means so strong in their favor 


as they might wish. 


BRITISH ANNEX TONGA ISLES. 


Practical Protectorate Existing Since 
1899 Gives Place to Control. 


MELBOURNE, Australia, Dec. 27.—Great 
Britain has assumed control of the legal 
and financial administration of the Tonga 
Islands. 

The native chiefs have consented to this 
step. 


Two British warships recently left Aus- 
tralia, and it was reported that their mis- 
sion was to annex the Tonga Isles, better 
known as the Friendly Isles. 

The islands continved up to 1899 to be a 
neutral region in accordance with the Dec- 
laration of Berlin of 1886. British inter- 
ests, however, had long been predominant. 


Germany had the right to establish a naval 
station and a ccoaling station in the archi- 
pelago, but ty the Anglo-German agree- 
ment of November, 1899, subsequently ac- 
cepted by the United States, these rights, 
and also the claim of extra-territoriality 
in the islands, were withdrawn in favor 
of Great Britain. A treaty of friendship 
between Torga and the United States had 


been signed in 1888. 

The treaty with Germany practically es- 
tablisned a British protectorate over the 
islands. The trade cf Tonga amounts to 


about $1,000,000 a year.

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NEW APPLICATION FOR 
CHADWICK REQUISITION 


Ohio Sheriff Returns to Albany 
| with Additional Affidavit. 


LOCAL ENGAGED 


COUNSEL 


Officer Expects to Get Warrant To-day 
and Return to New York to Await 
Dr. Chadwick’s Landing. 


ALBANY, N. Y., Dec. 27.—Sheriff Barry 
of Cuyahoga County, Ohio, arrived here 
this evening with the affidavit necessary to 
correct the requisition of Gov. Herrick of 
Ohio for a warrant authorizing him to take 
Dr. Leroy’ S. Chadwick out of this State to 
Cleveland to answer the charges of com- 
plicity in forging the name of Andrew Car- 
negie to the note for $5,000,000 alleged to 
have been used-.as security by his wife, 
Mrs. Cassie Chadwick. To-morrow morn- 
ing he will present the affidavit to Judge 
Joyce, the Governor's pardon and requisi- 
tion clerk, from whom he expects to ob- 
tain the warrant which he failed to secure 
upon his first visit Monday. 

Sheriff Barry received the missing affi- 
davit in New York this afternoon and im- 
mediately came to Albany, Arriving short- 
ly after 9 o'clock, he met, by appointment, 
Judge John T. McDonough, former Secre- 
tary of State, whom he has engaged as 
local counsel in the Chadwick matter. With 
the Judge he went over the papers and 
then had the affidavit incorporated in the 
application which he will present to-mor- 
row. When asked why he did not imme- 
diately apply for the warrant permitting 
him to convey Dr. Chadwick from the 
State, the Sheriff replied that there was no 
hurry, since the Pretoria, on which his 
prospective prisoner sailed from Europe, 
is not due here until Thursday or Friday. 

“When Dr. Chadwick arrives,’’ said he, 
“TT shall be waiting to arrest him.”” He 
asked whether any application for a requi- 
sition had been received from the Boston 
authorities, and seemed relieved when he 
learned that his was the only request. 

‘“*J do not expect any difficulty now in 
taking Dr. Chadwick to Cleveland,’’ he con- 
tinued. “ We shall start as soon as he 
reaches this side of the Atlantic.” 

The Sheriff expects to call at the Execu- 
tive Chamber about 10 o'clock to-morrow 
morning, and after obtaining his warrant, 
leave for New York on the 11:20 train. 

The affidavit received from Cleveland 
and required by the Governor's requisition 


clerk before he would grant the warrant 
is signed by the District Attorney of Cuya- 
hoga County, and is a sworn transcript 
from the.minutes of the Grand Jury that 
indicted Dr. Chadwick for complicity in 
forgery. The witness whose testimony it 
contains is Iri Reynolds of the Wade Park 
Bank of Cleveland. Mr. Reynolds declared 
that Dr. Chadwick was in Cleveland on 
March 5, 1903, when the forgery is alleged 
to have been committed. 


CHADWICK INQUIRY HALTED. 


Action by Receiver at Cleveland Post- 
poned Until Recovered Trunk Arrives. 


CLEVELAND, Dec. 27.—Contrary to. ex- 
pectations, the inquiry in connection with 
the Chadwick receivership case was not re- 
sumed to-day. Receiver Loeser stated that 
nothing more would be done in the matter 
for several days. 

““We have located the trunk and satchel 
that were taken from the Holland House, 
in New York,” said Mr. Loeser to-day, 
‘“‘and they will be brought here within a 
day or two. Aside from wearing apparel, 
I understand there is little of value in 
either the trunk or the satchel. 

““We had intended to examine Henry 
Wuerst, the Elyria (Ohio) jeweler, who 
holds about $20,000 worth of Mrs. Chad- 
wick’s jewels as security for a loan. Wuerst 
has made a full statement of just what he 
holds, however, and expressed his willing- 
ness to surrender them whenever the loan 
is made good. The jewels will be appraised 
later, but my impression is that they are 
worth no more than the sum advanced by 
Wuerst to Mrs. Chadwick.’”’ 

Acting upon instructions issued by the 
Controller of the Currency, Receiver Rob- 


ert Lyon of the closed Citizens’ National 
Bank of Oberlin, Ohio, has notified the 
stockholders of the latter concern that 
they must stand double liability on their 
stock.

Waldstein, Professor of Fine Arts at King’s 
College, Cambridge England, who came 
here at the invitation of Secretary’ Hay, 
and is the Secretary’s guest, was enter- 
tained at luncheon by President Roosevelt 
to-day.

We are amazed that the chief men of 
the Trusts and combinations have not 
acclaimed the Garfield Federal license 
as their promised shield and protection. 
Is it not obvious, must it not be as plain 
as a pikestaff, to the corporation under- 
standing that in their relations with pub- 
lic authority the Trusts could make 
much more satisfactory arrangements 
with a single, central, supreme Govern- 
ment commission or bureau in Washing- 
ton than with constituted and co-ordi- 
mate power in forty-five States? Would 
not men of sense, as trustees of vast in- 
terests, rather deal with one sovereign 
than with forty-five? 

Three Governors of unknown resources 
and varying Populistic intention got after 
Mr. Hituw and his Northern Securities 
merger, and others appeared to be upon 
the point of joining the chase. Would 
not Mr. Hitt have enjoyed sounder 
slumber and gone about with a lighter 
mind if in the beginning his sources of 
trouble had been blent in one, and that 
one in Washington? Unlesg the light of 
clear perception has me some un- 
usual way shut out from the usually 
perspicacious minds of Mr. ROCKEFELLER 
and Mr. HAVEMEYER, would they not 
prefer to take their chances of the fa- 
vorable issue of a conversation across the 
table in a department building in Wash- 
ington, rather than to trust the huge in- 
terests under their management to the 
quite uncovenanted mercies and inscrut- 
able ways of forty-five Governors and 
State Legislatures? Win over a Com- 
missioner and you've “‘got” him. If a 
great trust builds up political influence 
or control in one State, it must still con- 
front forty-four others with unextin- 
guished powers of mischief. 

Moreover, Mr. GARFIELD’s plan of reg- 
ulation by Federal license would in- 
stantly and of necessity create a com- 
munity of interests among all the Trusts, 
combinations, and corporations. They 
would act together because they would 
be moved by the common desire to se- 
cure the largest freedom of operation. 
The injury of one would be the concern 
of all, and any favor secured by a sin- 
gle licensee would raise an effective 
clamor from the others until they, too, 
were favored. Business is a contest of 
wits, and business with the Government 
is no exception. Allied by a common 
purpose, the corporations would adopt 
a common plan of action. A hundred 
millions or so would decide any Presiden- 
tial election—a much smaller sum would 
decide a party nomination. The re- 
Proach of indifference to politics and 
public affairs would not lie against the 
Presidents, and in particular not against 
the Treasurers, of the corporations. of 
the country if Mr. GARFIELD should 
“bring off” the adoption of his plan. Of 
course the Trusts would have to take the 
risk of an occasional! irresistible uprising 
of the people, resulting in the election of 
@ Bryan or a Debs. Then indeed the 
tempest would be upon them. But in 
that squall we should all be beat upon 
and stripped by the pitiless winds of 
business disaster and panic; and reac- 
tion and relief would come quickly, of 
course. A lean year or four lean years 
once in thirty or so would be well paid 
for by the exuberance of the fat sea- 
sons. 

The almost unshakable dominance in 
Republican politics and Republican ad- 
ministration at Washington of the in- 
terests protected, fostered, and enriched 
by the tariff shows plainly enough how 
the system would work. We need no 
other light upon it. It is a veritable 
Gibraltar of the Trusts that Mr. Gar- 
FIELD, under Administration stimulus 
and approval, would cause to be con- 
gtructed at the National capital. 


MR. REID FOR LONDON. 


The ancient homilies about the unwis- 
dom of the newspaper man who for- 
sakes his high calling to accept public 
office will scarcely bear re-exhibition in 
the case of Mr. WHITELAW Rerp, who is 
soon to be appointed by the President to 
the post of United States Ambassador at 
London. Mr. Reip broke with the news- 
paper tradition and prescription fifteen 
Years ago when he accepted from Presi- 

, dent Harrison his appointment as Am- 
bassador to France. We can scarcely 
0 so far as to say that he broke with 
custom upon that occasion or will break 
with it upon this, since newspaper men, 
like other mortals, seem ready enough to 
take a good office when it comes their 
way. : 

Neither would Mr. Rerp or his country- 

men be edified by dwelling upon the 
names of the great men who have been 
predecessors; for if it be pointed out

been held by Mr. CHoatr, Secretary 
Hay, Mr. Bayarp, Mr. PHELPs, Mr. Low- 
ELL, Mr. MorTiey, and Mr. CHARLES 
Francis ApAms, the reply might at once 
be made that during his four years in 
Paris it was his daily duty to reflect 
upon the virtues and the eminence of our 
former diplomatic representatives in that 
capital—Mr. McLang, Mr. Einu> B. 
WaASHBURNE, Gen. JoHNn A. Dix, Mr. JOHN 
BIGELow, Mr. Lewis Cass, and so on, 
back to James Monrog and THOMAS JEF- 
FERSON themselves. ; 

Mr. Rep is to take an office and per- 
form functions for which he is fitted by 
character and training. He understands 
the Administration’s views, is in political 
sympathy with it, is trusted by it. He 
has the wealth _and the social standing 
and qualification which constitute the 
necessary equipment for the highly im- 
portant personal and unofficial part of 
his work. He has tact. The Britons 
will get on very well with him. The 
Americans, represented by him, will get 
on very well with the Britons, and Amer- 
ican interests committed to him will be 
in good hands. 


WHOLESOME CHANGES. 

There are now before the Mayor cer- 
tain amendments to the rules adopted 
by the Civil Service Commission which 
we believe will work a decided improve- 
ment in the system. As they have the 
unanimous approval of the commission, 
“we assume that they are likely to be 
favorably regarded by the Mayor. 

These amendments relate to appeals 
for re-marking by. participants in an ex- 
amination and to requests for re-exami- 
nation. The practice of appeals from the 
result of an examination is practically 
peculiar to this city. It exists only on a 
very small scale in the Federal service, 
in the State service, and in that of Mas- 
sachusetts, which is the only other State 
having a well-developed system of ex- 
aminations. Of course an appeal is 
proper and fair in case of essential error 
on the part of the examiners. But it 
has gradually come to be the custom in 
this city to consider appeals based sim- 
ply on the opinion of the candidate that 
he is entitled to a higher mark than the 
examiners give him. The number of 
these is amazing, amounting to over 
1,600 in the first half of the current 
year. There are several distinct evils in 
this practice. In the first place, if pa- 
pers are marked a second time, the ele- 
ment of fair competition is largely im- 
paired, for the papers are marked by 
themselves and not, as in the first in- 
stance, in connection with the rest sub- 
mitted at the same time. In the next 
place the name of the appellant is nec- 
essarily disclosed and an important 
safeguard to impartiality is removed. 
Much time and money are wasted in this 
process. The commission is besieged for 
rehearings, as many as 90 per cent. of 
applicants in some examinations de- 
manding them. There is a good deal of 
chance for bringing political influence 
to bear. The whole system is demoral- 
ized and discredited. 

Somewhat the same considerations ap- 
ply with equal force to the rule abolish- 
ing re-examinations except for causes 
for which the commission is clearly re- 
sponsible. The Coler commission has 
done well in proposing these changes, 
which are in the direction of business- 
like and impartial administration of the 
civil service law, and we are confident 
that Mayor McCLELLAN will approve of 
them, 


THE HOUSE OLIGARCHY. 

Oligarchy is a handy, if not strictly ac- 
curate, term for the relatively small 
number of men who practically govern 
the House of Representatives, who have 
great power in securing action there, an 
almost absolute power in obstructing 
such action as they may choose to op- 
pose. The element of family which en- 
tered into the ancient oligarchy is miss- 
ing, but the intense community of in- 
terest and ambition, the mutual support 
interrupted by rivalry, and the dislike 
of outside influence are all involved in 
the modern organization, Our ash- 
ington dispatches of Monday gave a vivid 
picture of the relations of the House 
oligarchy to the rest of the Representa- 
tives, with the sharp and almost impas- 
sable line between them. 

In some regards the picture is not an 
attractive one. The rule of the House is 
unquestionably strict, tending toward ar- 
bitrary tyranny on the one hand and 
subservience on the other. There are 
serious abuses possible in it, and not a 
few of them are realized. Probably the 
matter as to which the rule shows in the 
worst light is the tariff, because that is 
the matter most intimately involving pe- 
cuniary interests on a large scale, and 
there is more plotting and pushing in 
connection with it than with any other. 
Next to that is the subject of the appro- 
priations, in regard to which there is a 
good deal of log-rolling, and in which is 
also bound up much of the control of 
the Congressmen over appointments and 
promotions, as the heads of departments 
and bureaus are likely to find out. Then 
in a general way this inner organization 
of the House is a part, and very impor- 
tant part, of the party organization at 
large, and shares the power and is ex- 
posed to the abuses of such organization. 

It is, however, far easier to point out 
the faults of this way of running the 
House than it is to suggest a radical 
remedy. The Howse is, after all, really 
roughly representative of the opinion and‘ 
sentiment, the aims and desires and 
standards of the people who elect its 
members, and so far as it is not, it is 
not too much to say that its own level 
is rather higher than that of the con-. 
stituencies. There must be some sort of 
machinery in such a body. Busine 
could not be done without it, and’as the 
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complexity both the need and the power 
of the machine inevitably grow. It is 
undoubtedly ar arbitrary arrangement 
that the three -members of the Commit- 
tee on Rules who belong to the majority 
party should decide what the House shall 
have a chance to act upon, but if there 
were no such concentration of authority 
there would either be no action at all or 
it would be confused, haphazard, con- 
tradictory, and most often mischievous. 
Precisely the samé process works out in 
every large body. In England, where the 
House of Commons is supposed to be the 
direct organ of public opinion and really 
is so to'a much greater degree than our 
House of Representatives, the Cabinet 
is gradually absorbing all power of ini- 
tiative and securing an absolute nega- 
tive over the action of the Legislature. 
Moreover it must be noted that admis- 
sion to the ranks of what we have called 
the House oligarchy depends primarily 
on the constituents of the aspirant. Long 
continuous service is practically neces- 
sary. A man must gain and retain the 
confidence of his district in order to win 
advancement in the House. He may do 
that in some cases by means not very 
creditable either to him or to his district, 
but the blame is at least no more his 
than that of the voters. Again, he must 
win and keep the confidence of the 
House. He must prove his ability to do 
what the House wishes and as it wishes. 
Quite possibly the wishes of the House 
are not of the highest order, but that also 
is a source of blame which the people 
who choose the House must share. > 
we have said, the House is substantiall 
representative; it is if anything rather 
better than the people, and our own im- 
pression from long and pretty careful 
observation is that both are on the whole 
gradually advancing.

FOUR MILLIONS. 

The estimates of the churches and 
Christian organizations that the popula- 
tion of New York is now in excess of 
4,000,000 will probably be verified by 
the State census of 1905. The Federal 
census of 1900 gave it as 3,487,202. This 
is claimed to be considerably below the 
fact. The Federation of Churches in- 
sists that it was not less than 3,945,907 
on June 1, and that the subsequent in- 
crease has brought it over the four- 
million mark. London in 1901 was cred- 
ited with 4,538,541 inhabitants. By this 
time it should have .passed the five- 
million mark. New York stands second 
in the list, with approximately four. mill- 
ions, if indeed the figure is not actually 
larger. Paris has barely 3,000,000, Ber- 
lin less than 2,000,000, Chicago only 
about a million and three-quarters, and 
so on down the scale. 

The relation of the world’s principal 
cities remains pretty much as it has been 
for several decennial periods. Probably 
in another decade New York will have 
passed London, whose recent growth has 
been largely due to an influx of alien 
immigration not quite normal, and, from 
the point of view of the average English- 
man, wholly undesirable. Perhaps the 
average American, if there is such a be- 
ing in this composite community, feels 
in much the same way about the immi- 
gration which is congesting the populous 
east side of New York and overflowing 
to some extent into the other boroughs. 
However, he may have the consolation of 
knowing that in this particular crucible 
heterogeneous elements are more read- 
ily alloyed than they are likely to be in 
London, It is a safe statistical forecast 
that by 1915, if not sooner, New Yor 
will have overtaken London and become 
the largest city of the world. This may 
be gratifying to the local pride; but 
whether we shall be any happier, more 
prosperous, or more in harmony with 
American traditions than now is a ques- 
tion which may be left to the specula- 
tions of those for whomeit has more in- 
terest than for the average reader. 


FIRE HAZARDS AND INSURANCE. 

The Insurance Press in its current is- 
sue sounds a note of alarm as to the con- 
dition of the fire insurance interests of 
this country which should not pass un- 
heeded. A comparison of figures shows 
that property owners have not as ade- 
quate protection as they enjoyed twenty- 
five years ago; that on the plane upon 
which the insurance companies are now 
conducting their business there is not 
enough insurance capital in the world to 
carry the risks offered, and that an an- 
nual drain upon the wealth of the United 
States amounting to about $160,000,000 
cannot be ‘made good by the possible 
profits of underwriting. : 

The discussion of the situation thus de- 
scribed will lead nowhere if the fact is 
not recognized that a portion of the 
insurance companies are primarily re- 
sponsible for the conditions they de- 
plore, and that such conditions will 
continue as long as their eagerness for 
business leads them to assume risks 
which cannot be justified on sound busi- 
ness lines, The owner or tenant of prop- 
erty, ashore or afloat, has no legal or 
moral right to demand that the insur- 
ance companies shall assume the risks 
he is unwilling to carry. The underwrit- 
ers are not common carriers, nor is their 
position comparable to that of public 
service corporations. They can cut their 
losses down by almost any percentage 
they think necessary by refusing the. 
kind of business which cannot be ac- 
cepted with prudence. We know what 
happens to banks which are so eager for 
business that they make large loans on 
doubtful or worthless securities, and it 
need not surprise any one when an in- 
surance company which is willing to 
swell the volume of its annual business 
by accepting uninsurable risks finds at 
.the end of a given time that its strength 
is impaired and its business unprofita-° 
ble. When all underwriters find the 
courage to refuse risks in cases where no 
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the insured to co-operate with them in 
minimizing the fire hazard, and to can- 
cel policies when it appears that the in- 
sured fs doing nothing, or less than he 
should, to avert conflagration, most of 
the troubles which afflict the business 
will correct themselves. 

There is altogether too much disposi- 
tion in insurance circles to look to legis- 
lation to raise the standards of construc- 
tion. ‘This can be done without legis- 
lation as soon as it is understood that a 
building so constructed as to invite fire, 
or so neglected as to make its destruc- 
tion an imminent probability, cannot be 
insured at any price in a safe and well- 
managed company., That fully 50 per 
cent. of the losses now paid by the in- 
surance companies are preventable is 
admitted by all who have knowledge of 
the subject. That the prudent and care- 
ful owner of insurable values has to pay 
this enormous loss in premiums far in 
excess of what it costs to carry his risks 
shows that the business ig organized on 
a false basis, and gives warrant for the 
belief that the system results in more of 
evil than of good to the community. 


TOPICS OF THE TIMES, 


A letter-received from 
Mr. Henry CLay WEEKS, 
the Secretary of the 
American Mosquito Ex- 
termination Society, ex- 
presses warm agreement with the recent 
paragraph in this column in which we at- 
tacked the evidence of a soldier corre- 
spondent who thought that while serving in 
the Northwest he had been fiercely per- 
secuted by mosquitos that couldn't have 
been bred in water. The army posts where 
this had occurred, he said, were on high, 
dry ground, with no marshes anywhere in 
their vicinity, and, as the mosquitos were 
particularly numerous, he was sure that 
they must have been reared ashore. He 
forgot that no river has banks so smooth 
that they do not form pools in which 
mosquitos can breed, and most of all he 
forgot that when Spring comes to a com- 
paratively level country that has been 
deeply covered with snow, the conditions 
for several months are almost ideal for the 
production of the insects in enormous num- 
bers. Speaking for his organization, Mr. 
WEEKS says: ‘We want to thank you 
for your defense of the well-proved but 
often denied proposition that mosquitos can- 
not breed elsewhere than in water. This 
theory we must earnestly contend for, as 
it is the basis of all work against mos- 
quitos, not only in cases where small con- 
tainers are breeding mosquitos, but in the 
draining of immense areas.” The common 
impression that the insects are produced 
in wet grass or in shrubbery, trees, and 
vines has no foundation except the fact 
that the adult members of the pestilent 
family harbor in such places during their 
periods of rest, by day or by night, accord- 
ing to species, There they are sheltered 
from their particular enemy, the wind, and 
there, if they have been lucky enough to 
get anything to digest, they can attend 
to that ceremony, as important to them, 
presumably, as to larger beasts of prey. 
But every known mosquito starts from an 
egg laid in water and hatched in water, 
and the larval mosquito must have water 
to swim in until it gets ready to don wings, 
To this rule no exceptions have ever been 
discovered, and the chance that an excep- 
tion to it ever will be discovered is so small) 
as to be negligible.

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We are disposed to sym- 
Gold-Plated pathize warmly, and even 
Medals — with the army offi- 
rs who are showing as 
of Honor. much reluctance as the 
rules of the service per- 
“-it about obeying’ the order to exchange 
their old medals of honor, which, whatever 
eise may be said against them, are of solid 
gold, for others that can, with more or less 
accuracy, be described as gold-plated. 
Somebody seems to have made a rather 
serious mistake. The matter is one in 
which sentiment counts for everything, and 
sentiment is all against honorary medals 
that are not “solid.” The value of the 
material used is of little or no importance, 
and the officers say that they, like many 
of their professtonal brethren, would be 
content with medals of iron or bronze, pro- 
vided the medals were the highest of their 
cluss and did not pretend to be what they 
were not, but a plated medal is obnoxious 
in half a dozen ways. It will inevitably be 
the object of foreign jeers and domestic 
jests, and both the jeers and the jests 
will contain enough of truth to make them 
sting. Judging from the description of these 
medals, it might be said that they are or- 
namented with gold, rather than gold- 
plated, but that possibility will be a poor 
consolation for the wearers, and it is no 
wonder they are angry and disgusted. 
“Plated ware” has its place, and is very 
far from always the symbol of ostentation 
and deceit, and yet it has a reputation 
that at the best is none too good, and at 
the worst is very bad. Such ware is far out 
of place when it tries to be the symbol of 
patriotic devotion, of dauntless valor, and 
of the honor that knows no stain. Any 
material—except leather—would have done, 
provided it confessed itself openly, and 
though gold does have a glamour not pos- 
sessed by the other metals, it owes its su- 
periority chiefly to its innumerable high 
associations, and the deeds for which these 
medals are given would have supplied as- 
sociations quite high enough to make iron 
precious. _The War Department officials 
should think again and produce a decora- 
tion that offers no chance for criticism 
by friends or foes. 


One of our correspond- 
ents asserts that it is 
Young. “dangerous nN ‘ to 

say that “ yout as. laws 

and Old. or its own.” We are not 
much frightened, for the statement is not 
one of: doctrine, but simply the formal rec- 
ognition of a fact known to all. Youth 
does have laws of its own, and, many of 
them, since youth must adapt itself, its ca- 
pacities, and its emotions to its environment 
the best it can, and as it differs in a hun- 
dred respects from age, its laws also must 
differ. Youth has its responsibilities, but 
they are not those of age, or at least they 
are so much less as somehow to be unlike 
in quality. We cannot see at all how these 
admissions lead.to a justification of lynch- 
ing—when the lynchers do not have the ex- 
cuses and éxplanations, analogous to those 
of youth that could be offered in ‘49 by 
more than one community in the Golden 
West. Then and there lynching served an 
admirable purpose, or if not that exactly, 
it met a pressing necessity ag nothing else 
that was available would do. As for our 
alleged toleration of hazing, we claim the 
right to decide for ourselves what is and 
what is not hazing in the reprehensible 
sense of that word. None has expressed 
stronger condemnation than ourselves for 
hazing, properly so called—the cruel, brutal, 
and cowardly persecution of one by many 
or of the weak by the strong, but the or- 
dinary pranks of boys do not come in this 
, and remain convinced that 
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rage or humiliation, it by no means follows 
that they are desperate criminals. Play- 
timesis not confined to infancy, and the 
boy who forgets his years and demands, 
aven at the pistol point, that he be treated 
with all the considerate gentleness that 
two elderly gentlemen must show to each 
other on occasions of state is going to 
make himself very unhappy and to earn a 
lot of unpopularity. 


FIGHTING MONOPOLIES. 


A Correspondent Who Seems to See 
Things in a Very Biue Light. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

In the editorial columns of Thursday’s 
Issue of THE Times, under the caption 
“Dr. Eliot on Monopolies,’’ you say, ‘‘ Let 
us fight it [monopoly] wherever it rears 
its hateful head.’’ I am quite a regular 
reader of THm Times, and my chief griev- 
ance against you is that you do not “ fight 
monopoly wherever it rears its hateful 
head.” I do not recall a single instance, 
where you have fought any monopoly ex- 
cept those usually vicious monopolies 
known as labor unions. 

On the contrary, in the leading editorial 
fn this very issue, under the heading 
“ Abolish the States,’”’ in which you attack 
with your usual vigor the argument of Com-. 
missioner Garfield for Federal regulation 
of trusts, you quote a former statement of 
his that Federal and State anti-trust legis- 
lation has hitherto been mostly futile be- 
cause “it is an attempt to stop the opera- 
tion of strictly economic laws by statu- 
tory enactment,” as being a ‘“ well-de- 
served blow in the face for the Congress 
which passed the anti-trust law of 1890." 
If combinations to fix arbitrary prices far 
above the cost of production by freezing 
out or intimidation of competition are 
“strictly economic processes,” the Commis- 
sioner was right, :nd you are now right, 
but if this be the teaching of sound politic- 
al economy, it is time that it be anathema. 

The whole article from which the above 
extracts are taken is a fair sample of 
your real attitude as to all .trusts except 
labor monopolies, You steadfastly oppose 
every plan which proposes actually to fur- 
nish the club with which to strike down, or 
even control, monopoly or to provide the 
men or means to wield it; but when or 
where have you proposed or advocated 
any means of curbing, much less of de- 
stroying, the malevolent power of mo- 
nopoly?

“ MONEYPHOBIA.” 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

A great many conservative people who 
are not afflicted with ‘‘ moneyphobia " have 
been anxiously awaiting some statement 
from business interests against whom va- 
rious charges of a “ frenzied”’ character 
have been made. I think that neither the 
address of James M. Beck nor your own 
editorial comments upon that address will 
afford much satisfaction to the public. 

Mr. Beck has nothing to say about the 
accuracy of the specific charges made by 
the ‘frenzied fakir,’’ but he attempts to 
explain the eagerness with which the pub- 
lic reads them by a labored historical sur- 
vey of Jew-baiting and like practices cent- 
uries ago, and finally to dismiss it all as 
a widespread disease—‘‘ moneyphobia.” 

I am quite certain that Mr.. Beck is wrong 
when he ascribes the avidity with which 
such articles as Mr. Lawson’s are read to 
an “emotional disease” or an ‘“ absurd 
prejudice of past ages” against money 
lending. <A sufficient answer to such a 
charge would be, ‘“‘ Why is all this outcry 
raised against one particular group of 
financiers?”” There is something more 
than “ moneyphobia” back of it. The 
public was already firmly convinced of the 
outrageous character of certain recent oper- 
ations in high finance. Mr. Lawson is 
simply adding bits of evidence, in the midst 
of more or less “ frenzied" utterances that 
go to. verify dark suspicions. 

It does very little good for a lawyer who 
is close to the “System” to tell us how 
much worse people were 200 years ago and 
to preach to us that we are still moved by 
their prejudices or are afflicted with an 
imaginary ‘‘ moneyphobia.”’ By such state- 
ments he is simply throwing dust in the 
air. People who are wronged do not want 
to be reminded that worse crimes were 
committed long ago. The first thing they 
want is justice. PUBLICITY.

COLLEGE PRESIDENTS AS SUCH. 


Defined Variously at Graduates’ Club 
Dinner to Chancellor MacCracken. 


At the meeting of the Graduates’ Club of 
New York held at the Hotel Manhattan last 
night in honor of Chancellor MacCracken, 
the new President of the club, Dr. C. E. 
Meleney, Associate Superintendent of 
Schools, said the club had n growing 
rapidly in membership and at the meeting 
-» be held at the Aldine Club on the even- 
ing of Jan. 9 announcement would be made 
of the location of the clubrooms. The mem- 
bers of the organization are said to be 
ambitious to build up a club that shall 
rival the University Club in a thoroughly 
friendly spirit. 

After the installation of the new Presi- 
dent, Dr. John H. Finley, President of the 
College of the City of New York, was called 
upon. He declared that Chancellor Mac- 
Cracken. was one of the few remaining 
species of the old-time American col‘ege 
Presidents, which seemed to be dying (for 
the new species, the university Presidents. 
Continuing he said in part: 

“The new species often know little of 
Greek or Latin and care less about it. They 
are more familiar with finance than with 


‘mathematical dimensions. They must know 


how to beg and yet keep their names off 
the lists that are kept by the charity socie- 
ties. I have been told that I must return 
to my old loves, journalism or farming, 
as the college President is being crowded 
out between the higher education of the 
Public schools and the yniversities. That 
may be true, but I believe that there will 
always be the nted of the service of the 
American college to transmit the heritage 
of past experience to the pupils of the 
present."’ 

Chancellor MaecCracken, after thanking 
the club for making him the guest of 
honor, said in part: . 

“ Americans are partial to Presidents, 
even if they do talk a good deal. There 
are 6,000 Presidents of corporations in New 
York City, and the investing public would 
be glad to hear some of them talk, for in- 


Stance the President of the Shipbuilding 
combination. 

“The altruism of the State is in public 
education. It is a good thing that there 
are Presidents of State universities. The 
President of the State University does not 
dare to utter political or religious beliefs, 
such as I heard in this very room from 
President Eliot of Harvard. I am one of 
those who rejoice that there are the State 
and the private corporation universities. 
The iatter is apt to have the drawback that 
it is apt to become too much of itself in- 
bred and running into ruts.” 

President B. E. Tiff of the Board of Edu- 
cation also made a speech, in the course 
of which he said, amid cheers: 

“After practicing at the Bar for thirty 
years I am convinced that education is the

~ BUYS JOHNSTON ESTATE 


Dry Goods Man Lost Riverdale 


Country Home in Foreclosure.

| ALLOWED TO LIVE IN STABLE 


When He Died, However, He Was 


Buried in a Costly Mausoleum He 
Built in His Prosperous Days.

| The Colored Orphan Asylum has bought 

j & new site at Riverdale, consisting of the 
Robert Johnston property, a tract of about 
twenty acres, running through from Pali- 
sade Avenue to the Hudson River at about 
Two Hundred and Sixty-first Street, if 
continued. The purchase is the result of a 
recent decision on the part of the asylum’s 
Trustees to move to cheaper land in the 
Bronx and dispose of their present site—the 
block bounded by Amsterdam Avenue. and 
Broadway, One Hundred and Forty-third 
and One Hundred and Forty-fourth Streets, 
which has increased largely in value since 
the opening of the Subway. 

The new site is a plot of nearly rectang- 
ular shape, having a frontage of about 800 
feet on the river, and measuring about 1,200 
feet from east to west. It is about 500 feet 
south of the Mount St. Vincent station on 
the New York Central, and adjoins the 
country seat of E. D. Randolph. It is sold 
to the asylum by’‘the Central Trust Com- 
pany, which acquired it under foreclosure 
last year, and is said to have been held at 
about $750,000. David Stewart, Stabler & 
Smith, and William Henry Folsom nego- 
tiated the deal. 

This property was at one time the coun- 
try seat of the late Robert Johnston, who 
was a member of the dry goods firm of J. 
& C. Johnston, at 787 Broadway, and later 
at Broadway and Twenty-second Street. 

Followed by financial misfortunes, Mr. 
Johnston was,unable to keep up the estab- 
lishment, and finally gave the mortgage 
which ended in foreclosure. He continued 
to make the place his home, however, and 
even after it had actually passed out of his 
possession he would not abandon it, getting 
permission to occupy a room in the stable 
on the premises. There he died about six 
months ago, and, after having spent his 
last years in poverty, his body was placed 
in a costly mausoleum in Woodlawn Ceme- 
tery, which he had had constructed during 
the period of his prosper y. 

Many offers have been made for the Col- 
ored Orphan Asylum’s present holdings on 
Washington Heights by speculative syndi- 
cates and companies. None of these, it was 
Stated yesterday on good authority, has 
yet been accepted, although now that the 
asylum has settled the question of where 
it will move, negotiations for the old site 
will be actively taken up. The institution 
is prepared to give possession of the Am- 
sterdam Avenue end of its block, but will 
probably retain the land along Broadway 
on which its buildings stand while the 
new structures at Riverdale are betng 
erected, or for another year at least. 


GOT A TIN | HALF. DOLLAR? 


They’re Rare—Two Arrests and One Sad 
Seizure Made. 


There’s a new half-dollar piece going the 
rounds. It is a counterfeit, though, and 
the alleged manufactures of it are now 
resting in the Tombs Prison awaiting the 
action of the Federal Grand Jury. They 
are Peter Hickey and Henry Linderman. 
As they were caught in tire act of passing 
off the coins, trouble seems close at their 
heels. Secret Service Agent Flynn, whose 
chief duty it is to run counterfeiters to 
ground, turned one of these coins lightly 
in his kands yesterday afternoon. 

“Sure, ( recognize it,”’ he said. ‘‘ Hickey 
and Linderman made it. Pretty good one, 
too. It would pass by any one not on a 
sharp lookout.” 

The Secret Service men caught the two 
men in the neighborhood of Third Avenue 
and One Hundredth Street about a week 
ago. For several days shopkeepers around 
there had been compleining of finding spu- 
rious coins, and Uncle am’s detectives 
were set on the trail. The men were caught 
soon. They were doing their work in a 
modest way, passing off the half dollars 
on small shopkeepers who would not be 
likely to see the deception, 

“This half dollar is made up of tin and 
antimony, and has almost no silver in it,” 
explained Agent Flynn. ‘I don’t think 
over $25 or $30 worth of them were circu- 
lated. These changed hands so much, of 
course, and went to so many different peo- 
ple that a dozen howls were made for 
every coin, : 

‘““We didn’t get to the counterfeiting 
plant. Doubtless it consisted only .of a 
few plaster of paris casts and an electro- 
typing battery. The two men made prob- 
ably 100 pieces of money and then de- 
stroyed their plant to cover their tracks. 
The apparatus is very simple and didn’t 
cost them much. Linderman is already 
known to us as a criminal who has been 
in the penitentiary. Yes. I'll just have to 
-onfiscate this.” 

“The reporter who had offered the coin 
for examination did not seem so enthu- 
siastic as Mr. Flynn.

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IN THE PUBLIC SCHOOLS 


Board of Education to Hear Com- 
mittee’s Minority Report. 


URGES DUTY TO CHILDREN 


Quotes Principals Saying Orderly Pupils 
Have Right to Demand Training in 
Wholesome Respect for Law. 


A minority report favoring the reintro- 
duction of corporal punishment in the pub- 
lic schools will be made this afternoon to 
the Board of Education by four of the nine 
members of the Committee on Elementary 
Schools. Several weeks ago the report of 
the majority opposing the reintroduction 
of the rod was made public. 

The minority members are Chairman 
Frank D. Wilsey and Commissioners G. D. 
Hamlin, J. C. Kelley, and G. E. Payne. 
Their report declares for the reintroduction 
of corporal punishment on the lines laid 
down conjointly by the Male Principals’ 
Association, of Manhattan and the Bronx 
and the Principals’ Association of the City 
of New York. The Principals’ report, which 
the minority quotes, says in part: 

“We are in accord with the general 
spirit of the laws governing punishments 
of wefractory pupils; at the same time we 
confess that there are children in our pubd- 
lic schools upon whom the prevailing meth- 
od of discipline has not the corrective in- 
fluence it is intended to have. 

“We feel justified in recommending for 
these pupils sterner measures, Every child 
has the right to demand of us that we train 
him to a wholesome respect for the law. 
The child's right is a,duty from which we 
are not absolved by the mere plea of senti- 
ment. The orderly children have certain 
rights which the disorderly should be 
taught to respect. The unruly children, tak- 
ing advantage of the limitations upon the 
powers of the teachers, waste the time of 
the cther pupils, make class management a 
difficult task, and in many. instances con- 
duct themselves toward teachers in a man- 
ner that would not be tolerated outside of 
a public school building. 

“The present means for disciplining re- 
fractory pupils are inadequate. We would 
therefore recommend that any. pupil who, 
upon trial by the proper authorities, is ad- 
judged unamenable to the prevailing meth- 
od of discipline, shall hereafter be deemed 
subject to corporal punishment, adminis- 
tered by the Principal.” 

In discussing the report of the Principals 
the minority members 6f the committee 
continue: 

“Corporal punishment is not to be used 
at the will of the teacher at all nor is it to 
be inflicted upon pupils indiscriminately 
for any or all offenses. 

“ Against the reintroduction of corporal 
punishment have been presented the fol- 
lowing objections: 

“1. It is Hable to abuse. Under the pro- 
posed operation this possibility is extremely 
remote. In all the time during which cor- 
poral punishment was permitted in Brook- 
lyn complaint of its abuse was rarely if 
ever made. ’ 

“2. It is likely to be unjustly adminis- 
tered. The restriction proposed will fully 
protect the innocent.

Baltimore Politicians Alarmed by Har- 
ris’s Appointment.

Elaborately Equipped Infirmary at 


Philadelphia Zoo. 


Special to The New York Times. 

PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 27.—A _ place 
where tumors may be removed from ele- 
phants, broken leg joints of lions reset, the 
camel's hump straightened, and the hippo- 
potamus treated for skin disease—such is 
the new infirmary and pathological labo- 
ratory just completed at the Philadelphia 
Zoological Gardens. It is the first of its 
kind in the country, and is as thoroughly 
equipped for fighting the ills and mending 
the bodily ailments of the animal kingdom 
as is any operating room in the big hospi- 
tals equipped for humankind. 

From a main hall four spacious rooms 
open, each 30 by 18 feet, and separated by 
glass partitions. One is used as an operat- 
ing room, with tables and apparatus, and 
has connected with it a cold storage plant 
and crematory. The remaining three rooms 
are known as the contagious ward, quaran- 
tine ward, and receiving ward. 

A cage containing the suffering animal 
can be wheeled into the operating room, 
where its occupant will be quickly bound 
by .means of special apparatus and trans- 
ferred to a huge sling. Then after having 
been put to sleep with ether the patient 
can be swung to any desired attitude for 
surgical treatment. 


MRS. U.S. GRANT’S SISTER DEAD 


Widow of Mayor Sharp Succumbed to 
Cold in Washington.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 27.—The sister of 
Mrs. U. S. Grant, Mrs. Nellie Dent Sharp, 
died last night at the home of her son-in- 
law, Capt. Dennis Nolan, of the atmy.

Sharp, the lifelong friend of Gen. Grant.

ANNUAL MEETING WILL DECIDE 





Delegates to Meet in February at Del- 
monico’s—Westerners’ Suggestions 
Not Wholly Favored. 





W. Fellowes Morgan, Secretary of the 
United States Golf Association, issued to 
the clubs in the association yesterday the 
report of the special committee appointed 
at the annual meeting last February to 
consider the plan of placing all the clubs in 
the National body on an equality, both in 
the payment of dues and in voting power. 
This report, with its suggestions, will be 
acted upon at the coming annual meeting 
which has been fixed for Friday evening, 
Feb. 10, at: Delmonico’s. 

In order to understand the suggestions 
as now made public by the special commit- 
tee, it will be necessary to state that four- 
teen Western golf clubs last February pre- 
sented a plan whereby there should be but 
one class of membership in the National 
Association, and that every club should be 
entitled to a vote at the regular meetings. 
This plan was the outcome of long standing 
dissatisfaction with the associate and allied 


club division, whereby the former pos- 
Sessed all the voting power and paid $100 
dues, while the latter paid $10 dues, and 
while entitled to representation could not 
vote, 

The committee, while not agreeing with 


60 radical a change, has nevertheless paved 
a@ way whereby all clubs who so desire may 
become voting clubs. The committee rec- 
ommends that, while adhering to the two 
classes of membership, the name associate 
member be changed to active member, 
while the allied membership clubs will 
still remain as such. The dues of these ac- 
tive members are to be fixed at $50 instead 
of the old fee of $100, but the allied club 
dues will remain the same.

HOCKEY FOR SQUADRON A. 


Troopers Will Play West Point and 
Seventh Regiment. 


Following out the plan instituted about 
two years ago by the Polo Club of Squad- 
ron A in holding polo competitions with the 
West Point cadets, the newly organized 
hockey team of the squadron is making ar- 
rangements to play the West Point hockey 
men. Theron R. Strong, manager. of the 
squadron team, said yesterday that the 
match was practically assured, and the 
date of Feb. 25 has been provisionally set 
for the game. If this suits the cadets the 
game will be held on that day at West 
Point. The cadets, it is said, have an ex- 
cellent hockey team, but are practically 
unknown to the metropolitan hockey world 
because the rules of the Academy prohibit 
the team going to outside rinks to play 
matches. Among military athletes, there- 
fore, the coming game is looked forward to 
with considerable interest, as it supplies 
another illustration of the growing athletic 
and social spirit between military organi- 
zations. 

The hockey team in Squadron A was the 
outgrowth of a number of members of the 
local troop who were active players of the 
game in their college days. , To this num- 
ber as a nucleus were added several polo 
players and others interested in different 
branches of athletics, as it was seen that 
the game offered admirable opportunities 
to keep in practice for open-air sports with 
the return of warmer weather. Nearly 
twenty men, therefore, compose the hockey 
squad. No attempt has yet been made to 
pick a regular team, but two or three prac- 
tice games have already been played, and 
the team now feels qualified to arrange 
games for the next two months. 

The squadron hockéy players will go to 
Morristown on Saturday, Jan. 7, to meet 
the team of the Morristown Field Club, and, 
later in the month, the Essex Troop, the 
crack cavalry organization of New Jersey, 
will be played. A game has been arranged 
for Feb. 21 with Company K of the Sev- 
enth Regiment, which will be played in St. 
Nicholas Rink. The members of the

Plenty of Ice, but the White Mantle 
Covers It All. 








SHREWSBURY FLIERS IN TRIM 





| Events Arranged for the Fifty or More 
Boats as Soon as the Ice Is 
in Condition. 





While the abundant snow falls of the past 
two weeks have brought joy to the hearts 
of those who dclight in sleighing and coast- 
ing, and have not even seriously interfered 
with the curlers and skaters, who are 
easily able to clear sufficient of the surface 
of the ice for the enjoyment of their favor- 
ite sports, they have been a source of severe 
disappointment to the ice yachtsmen, who, 
with their craft refitted spick and span 
for a season’s sport, have for weeks waited 

} in vain for a chance to enjoy the first trial 
spin. Ice there has been and is yet, in 
plenty, but it is buried beneath a blanket 
of snow a foot or more in depth, which, by 
masking the airholes and other dangers, 
makes it impossible to venture upon its 
surface. A heavy rainfall or a good thaw 
followed by clear and cold weather must 
come before the devotees of ice yachting 
will be able to indulge in their exhilarating 
recreation, and for this they are now 
anxiously waiting. 

The place nearest to this city where ice 
yachting may be indulged in is on the 
Shrewsbury Rivers in New Jersey, between 
Red Bank and Long Branch. Both the 
North Shrewsbury, which extends to Red 
Bank, and the South Shrewsbury, which 
flows past Long Branch and Branchport, 
are successions of broad reaches, with low 
flat shores, which give full sweep to the 
west winds and afford exceptional facilities 
for the sport. Both rivers are tidal streams, 
but with a sufficient flow of fresh water 
to insure the formation of strong ice. 

Three clubs devoted exclusively to ice 

yachting, with over 800 members and up- 
ward of fifty yachts, are located on the 
rivers, and the rivalry between’ the 
members of the three organizations makes 
lively competition, especially in the annual 
contest for the challenge pennant. The 
South Shrewsbury Ice Yacht Club of 
Branchport is the present holder of the

Corinthians of London Likely to Play 
Association Game Here. 


It seems more than probable that next 
season there will be seen in this city an 
international football game under Associa- 
tion rules.

TOURNAMENT DATES SELECTED 





Intercollegiate Delegates Meet and De- 
cide to Hold Championship at 
N. Y. A. C. in March. 





Delegates from the seven universities and 
academies comprising the Intercollegiate 
Fencing Association attended the annual 
midwinter meeting yesterday, which was 
held at the Plaza Hotel. The New York 
Athletic Club, as in former years, was se- 
lected for the annual championship tour- 
nament, and the dates for the event were 
fixed for Friday and Saturday evenings, 
March 24 and 25. The same conditions will 
prevail as in former years, every man fenc- 
ing every other competitor for the individ- 
«ual championship. A number of dual com- 
petitions were arranged by the respective 
representatives, but the complete schedule 
of these inter-team meets is not yet com- 
pleted. 

There was a long discussion over the re- 
quests for admittance to membership of the 
Massachusetts Institute of Technology and 
the University of ‘Michigan. Both were re- 
fused, but none of the delegates would ex- 
press any reason for declining to admit 
these extra members. The Massachusetts 
Institute of Technology applied for mem- 
bership last year, but was refused, osten- 
sibly on the ground that it would not be 
wise to admit a new member just previous 
to the annual championship, as it would ne- 
cessitate considerable change in the draw, 
and possibly entail other changes. 

The Institute, however, was admitted to 
dual meet competitions, and so, while not 
a recognized member of the association, its 
delegates are arranging, with the sanction 
of the Fencing Association, dates for regu- 
lar competitions with all of the other mem- 
bers of the organization. A member of the 
Massachusetts Institute was present. With 
this concession, although no one would 
speak authoritatively for thé future, it is 
generally believed that before the close of 
the year the Boston academy will be ad- 
mitted to full membership, so as to be con- 
sidered, provided any changes are needed 
for future championships. A meeting will 
be held after the championship tournament 
for the annual election of officers. 

The delegates were anxious to learn more 
about the fencing status of the University 
of Michigan Fencing Club. There is an 
aversion on the part of some of the dele- 
gates to admitting a club so far away from 
the clubs now comprising the body. The 
sentiment was expressed that the Michigan 
University was more fitted for a Western 
fencing association, and if such an organ- 
ization were formed it would benefit college 
fencing materially and offer an opportuni- 
ty to hold competitions between picked 
representatives from the Eastern and West- 
ern colleges. It would be impossible for 
some of the Hastern college teams to go 
to Michigan for the annual series of dual 
matches. The subject, however, will be 
discussed more at length at a future meet- 


ing.

PURCHASE FOLLOWED FAILURE 


Witness Says Messrs. Leach and Loomis 
Took Charge of 130,000 Shares— 
Washed Sales Again. 


Admitting that since the failure of Munroe 
& Munroe, the brokerage firm of F. P. 
Ward & Co. of New York and Philadelphia 
had taken 28,000 shares of Montreal and 
Boston Consolidated Mining at $1 a share 
off the hands of the syndicate of which the 
suspended concern were managers, Q. W. 
Bosee, Secretary and Treasurer of the Min- 
ing Company, yesterday proved quite the 
most interesting witness yet examined in 
the Munroe bankruptcy proceedings. 

Mr. Bosee said that the sale of the 28,000 
shares had been negotiated by a Mr. Henry, 
about whom he did not particularize more 
closely, and that a Mr. Spear had tele- 
\phoned to. the syndicate that Mr. Henry 
Was coming. Mr. Henry, as representing 
F. P. Ward & Co., is a new figure in the 
affairs of the Montreal and Boston Con- 
solidated syndicate, of which A. B. Leach 
of Farson, Leach & Co., was Treasurer, and 
A. G. Loomis, Second Vice President of the 
National City Bank, the Chairman.of the 
Executive Committee. The connection that 
his firm, which has recently opened elab- 
orate offices here, may have with the Mon- 
treal and Boston syndicate and Munroe & 
Munroe, its managers, will be inquired into 
in some detail at subsequent hearings. 

Mr. Bosee also said yesterday, in response 
to questions by Mr. Untermyer, counsel for 
the Munroe & Munroe creditors, that the 
night after the brokers failed, he, together 
with Messrs. Leach & Loomis, took charge 
of an iron box containing 136,000 shares 
of the Montreal and Boston stock. Of this, 
Mr. Bosee said, 88,000 shares belonged to 
the syndicate. He was not quite sure to 
whom the remainder belonged, and Mr. 

} Untermyer announced that he would make 
|‘vigorous efforts to get it into the posses- 
‘pion of the receiver. 

, Mr. Untermyer and Mr. Bosee got nearer 
'together in their conceptions of wash sales 
ithan had any of the witnesses and the 
creditors’ attorney theretofore. Mr. Un- 
;termyer had said that he understood a 
|ptock was washed when one man bought 
j}and sold it in corresponding amounts, irre- 
spective of whether deliveries were made. 
Mr. Bosee said he was satisfied that, ac- 
cording to Mr. Untermyer’s definition, the 
Montreal and Boston stock had been 
washed. He had himself purhcased 54,uwv 
shares of the stock between Nov. 17 and 
Dec, 10. This stock he periodically turned 
back to Munroe & Munroe, and added that 
his idea was that he was to buy the stock 
and support it in case it should be offered 
by some one at a figure below the prevailing 
market quotation. He did not at that time, 
nor did he now, understand that he had 
assisted in washing the stock.

GROUT’S LIGHTING INQUIRY. 


Merchants’ Association Not Likely to 
Urge Bill for Municipal Plant. 


Controller Grout went tq work yesterday 
on the preparations for his coming investi- 
gation into the city’s lighting situation. He 
expects to have the public sessions of his 
investigation under way before the close of 
the week, and may request witnesses to be 
present in his office to-morrow to answer 
questions concerning the positions and the 
claims of the companies. 

The Controller spent most of yesterday in 
going over his plans with Deputy Con- 
troller Stevenson and with ex-Senator 
Thomas F. Donnelly, who spent a couple of 
hours at the Finance Department and left 
after making a further appointment for to- 
day. Since the ex-Senator was turned 
down for State Senator two years ago by 
James J. Frawley he has not been on the 
best of terms with Tammany, and it was 
suggested that this had something to do 
with his appearance in the lighting investi- 
gation. 

Robert Grier Monroe and J. Hampden 
Dougherty, the two last Commissioners of 
Water Supply, Gas and Electricity before 
Mr. Oakley was appointed to the post, took 
sides yesterday against the statement of 
the lighting situation issued by the present 
Commissioner, pronouncing it weak. Ex- 
Commissioner Monroe also defended the 
chart of the prices paid for electric light- 
ing in other American cities, which he pre- 
pared while Commissioner, and which Com- 
missioner Oakley said was worthless be- 
cause it did not take into consideration the 
diffefent conditions of the various cities. 

The Merchants’ Association, it was 
learned yesterday, is preparing to ask the 


Legisiature to fix a maximum rate per unit 
for electric lighting in Greater New York, 
just as a maximum rate is fixed for the 
charges of the gas companies, to apply to 
private consumers as well as to public con- 
sumers. The Merchants’ Association, it is 
reported, will largely confine its efforts be- 
tore the Legislature to securing legislation 
of this sort rather than to supporting a bill 
for a municipal lighting plant. On the lat- 
ter subject the organization is apt to be si- 
lent at the coming session.

OPEN SHOP WAR FAIRLY 
JOINED IN CAP TRADE): 


Manufacturers Re-employ Individu- 
als and 200 Workers Go Back. 


UNIONS PICKET FACTORIES 


‘ 


Women Active in Canvass—Employers 
Say They Will Appeal to Police 
If Trouble Develops. 


Offering to re-employ any hands who 
ask2d for work as individuals, the Cap 
Manufacturers’ Association started its 
fight for the open shop yesterday. As soon 
as the factories opened they became sur- 
rounded by pickets, who succeeded in many 
instances in getting capmakers who went 
back to work to join the strikers at lunch 
hour, Among the strike pickets were a 
number of women, who stuck by any wo- 
men capmakers who went back and per- 
suaded some of them to leave. 

The emplovers say that fear prevented 
many capmekers irom going to work, In 
all, 
mostly from the ranks of the 1,800 or 1,900 
who went on strike. The manufacturers, if 
they find that the strike pickets are in- 
clined to make trovble, will call on the 
police for protection. 

Every firm in the asscciation was repre- 
sented at a mecting in the Broadway Cen- 
tral Hotel yesterday afternoon, President 
Adolph Leidesdorf in the chair. Some of 
the smaller manufacturers reported that 
they had been approached by agents of the 
union, who tried to get them to break 
away from the association by stating that 
some of their neighbors had broken away. 
The union delegations promised all sorts 
of things if the marufacturers would em- 
ploy only unicn capmakers. Oné of the 
promises was that if any of these small 
émployers forfeited bonds by breaking with 
the association the union would make the 
bonds good. 

All the manufacturers had experiences to 
relate of union tyranny and it was decided 
unanimously that the open shop should be 
maintained, no matter® how long the fight 
continued. The general belief was that the 
union would capitulate in about three 
weeks. 

President Leidesdorf said after the meet- 
ing: 

“It is entirely the fault of the union 
that we had to declare the open shop. The 
eighteen or nineteen hundred capmakers in 
the union are absolutely under the control 
of an Executive Board of thirty members, 
who ordered the strike. Before we de- 
clared for the open shop we begged this 
committee to stop making exacting de- 
mands. If the committee had reported this 
to the union there would have been no 
trouble. 

““We have nothing against the union as 
an organization, but we are determined to 
run our own business. Wages and hours 
of labor will not be changed, but we will 
employ whom we choose without discrimi- 
nation, and will conduct our business in our 
own way. When a union, as this one does, 
prohibits us from employing apprentices, it 
is time for us to make a fight for our own 
independence.” P

FIGHTING PENAL DUTIES. 


Importers Assert That They Are Not 
Liable for Excess Over Entered 
Weight. 


The Weil Feather Company of Chicago 
has appealed. to the Board of United States 
General Appraisers against the assessment 
of a penal duty of 33 1-3 per cent. on 967 
pounds of feathers. The importation was 
entered as 800 pounds of feathers, valued 
at 6 cents a pound. The Appraiser ad- 
vanced the value to 8 cents, and under the 
provision of the law for such cases assess- 
ed a penal duty of 33 1-3 per cent. in addi- 
tion to the regular rate of 15 per cent., on 
a weight of 967 pounds, which was the 
quantity found by the United States 
Weigher. 

The importers say that as only part of 
the total weight, 800 pounds, was entered, 
the penal duty shoulda not be assessed on 
the other 167 pounds of feathers. 

It. is asserted by the Government that 
this contention cannot hold, because the 
only reason for entering a smaller quantity 
than that actually imported was error, 
carelessness, or deliberate attempt at fraud,

THE FINANCIAL MARKETS 


Stocks Strong; Call Money Easy, 
2 1-2@2 3-4 Per Cent. 


Moderate Business Done with Good 
Tone, Especially Among Stand- 
ard Properties. 


Wall Street resumed business after its 
triple Christmas holiday in the cheerful 
temper which was anticipated. There 
had been no unfavorable developments, 
and resumption of business was accom- 
panied by much routine news of a sus- 
taining sort. The advance in the iron 
schedule has now proceeded far enough 
to warrant advancirig wages, 2 per cent. 
being added to tin plate workers’ pay. 
The amount is not large, but the insur- 
ance against labor disturbance is worth 
consideration. The list of traffic in- 
creases announced yesterday is impos- 
ing, and is a market factor, whether as 
insurance of present dividends or as 
promise of increases. In the latter cate- 
gory must be placed the traffic agents’ 
talk of inability to move traffic offer- 
ing. London marked down the price of 
gold, and sold bullion liberally to Berlin. 
Nevertheless, our sterling rate hardened, 
as why should it not with money actu- 
ally softening in December’s last week to 
scarcely more than half of the usual 
rate. Sixty-day money could be had at 
Siper cent. yesterday, and January’s 
abundance is near. The classified state- 
ment of November’s exports shows that 
Wwe came within $2,000,000 of making 
good by exports of manufactures what 
we lost by a $14,326,000 decrease of ex- 
ports of agricuitural products. Here is 
a mingling of bitter and sweet well 
worth pondering, with a suggestion that 
the sweet is more permanent than the 
bitter. The strength of the’ wheat mar- 
ket may perhaps be the first of the crop 
frights of the New Year harvest. It’s a 
trifle early to borrow trouble, but the 
bears need ammunition. The weakness 
of cotton bears much the appearance of 
a bull argument on everything else, and 
so far as it is depressing at all it falls 
upon a section well able to bear it. 'Lon- 
don’s prices and temper were well adapt- 
ed to promote the similar sentiment 
here. 

The feature of the day was the ag- 
gressive strength of New York Central, 
“ because it is spending so much money,” 
said the unsympathetic. The reason for 
the expenditure is as well worth consid- 
ering as the expenditure itself. When 
the time comes that an American rail- 
Way does not need to make capital ex- 
penditure the seeds of decay will have 
been planted. Central’s rise was natur- 
ally stimulating to Pennsylvania, on the 
argument that it is in every way a bet- 
ter proposition, and that there was no 
way of marking up one without helping 
the other. Consolidated Gas enjoyed a 
good recovery from the nervous fall of 
last week, and Rock Island carried fur- 
ther its rise associated with its London 
début. There were a dozen roads which 
profited by the day’s news regarding 
earnings or dividend prospects, such 
properties as Canadian Pacific, St. Paul, 
Rio Grande, Louisville, Northwest, Erie, 
Reading, and St. Louis Southwestern 
were notably stronger. Of course Steel 
preferred and associated industrials were 
not laggards upon the news regarding 


the iron trade.

NO ARMOR PLATE WAR. 


John W. Gates Says Companies Now 
Make It Cheaply as Possible. 


Wall Street refused yesterday to be dis- 
turbed by the dispatches from Pittsburg 
to the effect that there would be a war 
between the Bethlehem and Carnegie Com- 
panies on the one hand and the Midvale 
Steel Company on the other. E. H. Gary, 
Chairman of the Board of Directors of the 


United States Steel Corporation, declined 

to discuss the report, but John W. Gates, 

who was mentioned in the story as having 

been concerned in a fcrmcr war over prices 
for armor plate, told what he remembered 

about the so-called trade war of 1896, when-

“I did cause a bill to be introduced in 
Congress providing that if the Government 
would give its entire orders for armor sper 
to one concern, namely, the Ilinois Steel 
Company, of which I. was President, for 
twenty years, with a minimum tonnage 
of not less than 6,000 tons per annum, that 
Wwe would erect works and furnish the 
armor plate at $240 per ton. I did this at 
a time when there was bad feeling between 
the Carnegie Steel Company and the Illi- 
nois Steel Company, rought about by 
trade relations which were not pleasant, 
and I did it without consulting with any 
Director or officer of the Illinois Steel 
Company. 

“ This was, however, at a time when ordi- 
nary steel products were selling for 50 ang 
cent. of what they are now selling for. 
Bessemer pig iron was sbout $8 per ton, 
as against $16 now; labor was very much 
less than at the present time, and I doubt 
whether any concern could make armor 

late to-day at a profit at a price much 
ess than that at which it is now being 
furnished by various concerns to the United 
States Government.” . 

A year ago the Midvale Company re- 
ceived from the Government a contract at 
$398 a ton for 6,000 tons of armor plate. 
For the same contract the other companies 
bid $420 a ton, plus $22 a ton royalty which 
the Government was to pay. On the total 
contract this made a difference in favor uf 
the Midvale Company of $264,000, and the 
company got the contract, but there was no 
trade war. The royalty mentioned has to 
be paid to the owners of the trupp and 
Harvey processes, under which the Bethle- 
hem and Carnegie Companies make their 
armor plate, while the Midvale Company 
has a process of its own. 

The saving to the Government on the 
average of 16,000 tons annually used by it 
would amount to $704,000 were the Midvale 
Company to get the whole contract. 


MONEY EASY; EXCHANGE FIRM. 


Further declines in time money rates oc- 
curred yesterday, contrary to the usual 
course of rates at this time of the year, 
when the preparations for the January dis- 
bursements generally cause some tighten- 
ing of money. Sixty-day loans were made 
yesterday at 3 per cent., and money was 
offered at that rate at the close. Rates for 
ninety-day loans were 3% and 3% per cent. 
and some six months’ loans at 3% were re- 
ported. 

On the other hand, foreign exchange rates 
were firm, the market closing steady at a 


slight advance over last week's final fig- 
ures. The strength of exchange and the 
further easing of money rates point to a 
continuation of the outflow of gold. There 
is not likely to be any further shipments 
to Germany, but Paris and Argentina are 
likely to secure further amounts of gold 
from this centre, and some shipments may 
also be made to Holland. Lazard Fréres 
are expected to take between $600,000 and 
$700,000 in gold bars from the Assay Office 
to-day, and Goldman, Sachs & Co. will take 
a similar amount at the end of the week. 
Transfers of currency to the interior con- 
tinue. _The Sub-Treasury yesterday trans- 
ferred $300,000 to New Orleans and $200,000 
to Chicago.

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DODGE SERIOUSLY il; |, 
JEROME 1S CONCERNED 


Health Weakened by Life in Texas 
—No Mania, Though. 


IMPORTANT WITNESS LACKING 


Ex-Judge Fursman Denies Story That 
He Testified Before Grand Jury— 


Texan Marshals Go Back. 


' 


District Attorney Jerome is seriously con- 
cerned over the possibility that Charles F. 
Dodge may be carried off by the chronic 
disease from which he suffers before he 
has a chance to repeat to a Grand Jury and 
on the witness stand the story ;which he 
told at Police Headquarters on the evening 
of his recent arrival from Texas. . His con- 
dition is such, it is declared, that a col- 
lapse may occur at any moment and with- 
out warning. 

Accounts have been circulated about 
Dodge's hysterical attacks and symptoms of 
mania, indicating that Dodge thought him- 
self pursued by enemies trying to take his 
life. There is said to be no foundation for 
these stories. His troubles, however, are 
said to be serious. He has been a high liver 
for years. One of the men who watched 
him down in Texas said yesterday that he 
had seen forty-six big glasses of whisky 
disappear down Dodge’s throat between 10 
o’clock in the morning and midnight. The 
result is that the man has developed a case 
of pernicious anaemia, growing out of radical 
disturbances in the functions of the kidneys 
and the spleen. His heart action has be- 
come weakened in the same way, and no- 
body that has come in close contact with 
him would be surprised if he were found 
dead in bed one of these mornings. 


DOCTOR WATCHING HIM. 


The utmost precautions against this have 
been taken. There have been no hurry calls 
for doctors at night, but a physician has 
been keeping an eye on Dodge steadily ever 
Since the latter moved into the Broadway 
Central Hotel. The physician selected for 
this purpose is an old friend of the sick 
man, and was called at Dodge’s own re- 
quest. It has already happened several 
times that Dodge has been seized by sink- 
ing spells, accompanied by extreme dejec- 
tion. One of these was so serious that a 
hypodermic injection had to be administered 
to brace up the patient. Dodge was in bed 
all day yesterday. 

Under these circumstances it seems nat- 
ural that the District Attorney should de- 
Sire to act as quickly as possible. But there 
are several reasons that urge him to go 
slowly. It was given out definitely at his 
office yesterday that the December Grand 
Jury will not be asked to take a hand in 
the impending proceedings against the 
group of men involved in the Dodge con- 
fession. The next Grand Jury will not be 
sworn in until Jan. 3, and till then the en- 
tire matter will have to remain in abeyance. 
One of the principal reasons for this delay 
is the necessity of finding an important 
witness, whose evidence is needed for the 
corroboration of Dodge’s story. 

it is understood that the man wanted is 
one who gave Dodge a lot of money while 
Dodge was in Texas. 

JPROME OPENS DODGE’S MAIL. 


Dodge remains practically a prisoner at 
the hotel. It was learned yesterday that 
a visit which the District Attorney paid to 
Dodge in the afternoon was for the purpose 
of opening the mail received by Dodge. This 
was openly admitted by the District At- 
torney, who said that he had been author- 
ized by Dodge himself to do it. 

The Texans who brought Dodge hereon the 
Lampasas will leave this evening for their 
homes, having spent some very pleasant 
days in the metropolis. Their big chief, 
United States Marshal W. M. Hanson of the 
Southern District of Texas, and District 
Attorney Jerome have become great 
friends. Marshal Hanson yesterday gave 
the District Attorney the highest possible 
praise he could think of when he said that 
the latter “ ought to be a Texan.” 

“That’s just the kind of men that we 
like and want down there,” he added. “I 
wish I could get him to move down our 


Netw A We would make him Governor at 
east,”’ 

Marshal Hanson, Deputy Marshals Wor- 
mack and Vann, and the two special dep- 
uties accompanying them will leave by rail 
to-night. It is sup — that the three 
first officials have affidavits in the 
hands of the District. actores concerning 
some of the happenings at Houston and 
later at Galveston which came under their 
direct observation and which may serve 
to corroborate the information furnished 
by Dodge himself. 

Former Supreme Court Justice Edgar L. 
Fursman was questioned at Troy last even- 
ing concerning the story that he had tes- 
tified before the Grand Jury in connection 
with the Dodge-Morse divorce case, Jus- 
tice Fursman said: 

“I have not testified before the Grand 
Jury about the case.’ 

It was recalled that the appearance of ex- 
Judge Fursman in the case dated back only 
to the beginning of Mrs. Dodge-Morse’s 
second suit for divorce, after the court had 
declared the first decree invalid. 

The transactions which have brought the 
District Attorney to engage in the tedious 
and costly undertaking, of which the bring- 
ing back of Dodge from Texas is only a 
detail, however important, are enerally 
supposed to be connected with Dodge’s suit 
for the annulment of his wife’s divorce. 
That supposition is partly correct. But if 
resent indications are not wholly mislead- 

ng, it will be found when the District At- 
torney finally springs his bomb, that, he 
has gone behind the husband's suit for 
annulment, and that the most sensational 
portion of ‘his disclosures will be connected 
with the first divorce suit. 


BRIDGE TERMINAL PLANS. 


Best Would Have Temporary Changes 
Ready for Next Summer. 


Bridge Commissioner Best announced 
yesterday that if the Board of Estimate 
and Apportionment would give him a suffi- 
cient appropriation, he would have the 
temporary improvements of the Brooklyn 
Bridge terminal completed in time to ac- 
commodate next Summer's Coney Island 
traffic. No detailed statement of the pro- 
posed improvements has been made yet to 
the board, which has, however, approved 
the general scheme of the Bridge Depart- 
ment and declined last Friday to enter into 
the Neils Poulson plan. 

The cost of the proposed improvements is 
estimated at $300,000. The terminal will be 
only temporary, and will be used only until 
the permanent improvement which is to 
take in the whole of Tryon Row can be 


carried into effect. The plans for the tem- 

orary terminal are now under discussion 
S the Park Department, which has been 
consulted by the Board of Estimate_be- 
cause it is intended to invade the City Hall 
Park, temporarily at least.

Domenico Faraone killed himself yester- 
day morning at his home, 331 East Seventy- 
fifth Street, by drinking oxalic acid. Dom- 
enico was known among the artists of the 
city as the “‘ Greek god.’’ Among his fel- 
low-workingmen in the construction of the 
Subway he was known as “ the man to be 
feared."’ His greatest pride was that he had 
been the model for one of the sailors in 
the navy group on the Dewey celebration 
monument. 

The Italian’s career in America was as 
picturesque as his outward appearance. He 
came here with his wife and child two 
years before the Spanish-American war. 
He had money enough to entitle him to 
admission, and the surgeon who examined 
him said that he ought to pass even if he 
did not have a cent. He was a splendid 
specimen of manhood, certainly able to 
earn his living. 

Faraone was working as a longshoreman 
near the South Ferry when he was noticed 
by a marine artist who was there looking 
for ‘types.’ Addressed in Italian and 
asked whether he would not rather pose 
than bear heavy burdens, he was delight- 
ed, and explained that he had been a model 
in Italy when a boy, and that he had given 
it up as irksome, following the sea. He had 
been shipwrecked, narrowly escaping with 
his life. He had enough of the sea and 
came to America with his family, his hope 
being that after some years’ work with his 
great strength he might save enotgh to 
live happily on a little farm in his native 
land. The love of luxury that was a part 
of the personality of the man with a cameo 
profile and great dreamy eyes like an Irish 
setter made him jump at the chance to be 
a model again. 

Domenico was soon in constant demand 
and got pay above the usual model’s wage. 
There was plenty for him and his family 
to live on in their simple fashion. The 
children came until there were four. Mean- 
while the handsome man-grew vain through 
seeing himself idealized on canvas. It be- 
came overwhelming when his figure was 
preserved in marble. His downfall was 
when he was made one of the Dewey group, 
and he let the short curls that had not 
concealed his superbly round Roman fight- 
er’s head grow longer than artists liked. 
They expostulated with him, but he 
shrugged his big shoulders and replied that 
he could wear his hair long if he so 
chose. Even artists did that. 

Gradually his overbearance and careless- 
ness in keeping appointments made him 
lose his best patrons. There were frequent 
quarrels at home, and finally his wife, who 
had been the drudge, did not look so fair 
to him as she had, and younger women 
smiled on him. The couple agreed to sep- 
arate, sending the children to St. Ann’s 
Home at Mount Florence, near Peekskill. 
Domenico paid with more or less regularity 
through the Society for the Prevention of 
Cruelty to Children for their board, being 
brought up several times in Special Sessions 
and compelled by the court to pay for the 
keep of his children. 

He continued to act as a model for some 
of the art schools, such as the Pratt In- 
stitute, in Brooklyn, and the New York 
School of Applied Design, but made most 
of his money working in the Subway. His 
fellow-workers found him easy to tease be- 
cause of his curls, his exquisize features, 
and his inordinate vanity. They ought to 
have understood his wonderful strength 
and taken warning when the brown eyes 
started blazing one afternoon when at 
the lunch hour they had teased him more 
than he could endure. He grabbed one of 
his tormentors and threw him in a heap, as 
if he had been a bundle of rags. The others 
near him he knocked about at his will, and 
when a Sicilian drew a stiletto he twisted it 
out of his hand with lightning speed, threw 
it far away, and with an open hand blow 
dashed his last antagonist against the work 
shed with force sufficient to leave him 
senseless. Faraone was then known as 
“the man to be feared.”’ 

The hard work underground and habits 
which he started when his wife left him 
told upon him. The work became harder 
and harder. He felt that his great strength 
and good looks were leaving him, gave up 
his work on the Subway, and started a coal 
cellar business on the east side. He was 


gd fairly well, and was paying the board 
of his children regularly as the Christmas 
holidays came near. 

Feeling himself again, he sent a friend 
who had been steadfast through all to his 
wife with a love letter, begging her to re- 
turn, promising that the children should be 
brou ht back and the old home re-estab- 
lished. The wife hesitated to forget and 
forgive, and waited for another letter from 
him. This did not reach her. Domenico 
had told neighbors that he would kill his 
wife, and after a visit to church on Christ- 
mas Day chan anges his wy and told his 
sister, Angela Lettiere, of 404 East wat. 
third Street, that he would kill himself: 
She thought that he loved life too much, 
and, as he = been drinking, paid little 
attention to him. 

Yesterday morning she became uneasy 
about him and called at his room. The 
door was unlocked. Going in, she found 
her brother dead on his bed With a lester 
of love for his wife and children on a table 


near by.
